Tlie  first  Survey  Rc})ort, 
was  for  the  year  1920.  (Circular  540  issued  hy  llie 
Ministry  of  Ilealtli  reciuests  that  a Survey  Rei)ori  shall 
deal  with 

(a)  the  measure  of  progress  made  in  tlio  area  dui'ing 
the  preceding  five  years  in  the  improvement  of 
the  public  health  ; 

tb)  the  extent  and  character  of  the  (dianges  made' 
during  that  period  in  tlie  pul)lic  Jiealtli 
services  of  the  area  (e.g.,  housing,  water 
supply,  sewerage,  scavenging,  or  refuse 
disposal,  food  inspection,  or  otlier  sei'vices 
affecting  the  environment  of  the  inhabitants; 
and  maternity  and  child  welfare  scliemes, 
schemes  for  the  treatment  of  tuberculosis  and 
venereal  diseases,  provision  of  Isolation 
Hospitals,  or  other  services  directed  to  the 
prevention  or  cure  of  disease  in  individuals)  ; 

(c)  any  further  action  of  importance  in  tlie 
organisation  or  development  of  public  health 
services  contemplated  by  the  Local  Authoj'ity 
or  considered  desirable  by  the  Medical  Otlicer 
of  Health.

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4'lie  death-rate  from  Ihilmoiiary  Tul)erc\il()sirt  Avas 
.74  per  l,n()U  of  tlie  population,  compared  AAutli  .65  in 
1924  and  .64  in  1923. 

The  numher  of  deaths  certified  as  due  to  Cancer  or 
other  forms  of  malignant  disease  is  237,  giving  a death- 
rate  of  1.42  pt']-  1,UUU  of  the  population. 

iNo  cases  of  Small  Pox  were  notified  in  the  County 
during  the  year  although  several  occurred  in  the  City 
of  null. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Avork  has  made  further 
progress  by  the  opening  of  another  Infant  Welfare 
Ceiiti’e  at  Withernsea,  the  building  of  a new  Centre  at 
flarlby,  and  the  appointment  of  a resident  midwife  at 
the  Maternity  Home  at  Uritheld. 

The  staff  accommodation  at  the  Isolation  llosi)ital 
lias  been  increased  by  the  addition  of  three  bedrooms, 
the  provision  of  Avhich  Avill  enable  each  nurse  to  liaA’e  a 
separate  bedroom. 

The  Isolation  Hospital  for  vSmall  Pox  has  been 
enlarged  and  Avell  eqAiipped,  to  become  AA'hat  is 
l)ractically  a County  Hospital. 

lAo  fresh  Avork  in  connection  Avitli  public  AA'ater 
su])plies  Avas  undertaken  during  the  j'ear. 

1 have  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  staff  avIio  have 
Avorked  Avith  me  during  the  year. 

I am  also  indebted  to  the  District  Medical  Officers 
of  Health  for  their  help  and  courtesy.

^J'he  Adni iiiistrative  County  luay  l)e  l)riefly  described 

as  consist  iii«'  of  two  comparatively  level  ])lains,  one  on 

the  South-East  aud  the  other  ou  the  South-West, 

se})arated  from  eardi  other  hy  a j)roloii«‘at iou  South- 

wai-ds  to  the  liumher  of  the  elevated  Xortheru  ])ortiou.

tleolo”  ically  they  are  coiuposed  of  rdmlk  with  a 

coveriup'  of  soil,  which  in  places  is  very  thin.

The  tracts  of  land  above  referred  to  in  the  vSouth- 
East  and  South- ATst  of  the  County  are  for  the  most 
jrart  of  a cla^'e^'  and  marslpv  natui-e,  hut  well  drained  h}' 
artificial  means. 

The  County',  excejjf  for  a distance  of  six  miles  on 
the  A^ortli  and  eiglit  miles  ou  the  West,  where  it  meets 
the  JYortli  and  AVest  Ridings  respectiveh^,  is  entireh^ 
hounded  h_v  river  and  sea.  The  length  from  A^ortli  to 
South  is  about  05  miles,  from  East  to  AVest  about  40 
miles,  and  the  extreme  length  fi'om  Kilnsea  (Spurn 
Roint j to  the  TSorth-AA^estern  corner  is  over  50  miles. 

The  area  of  the  Count^^  is  741,074  acres  or  1,157 
s([uare  miles  inclusive  of  inland  water.  This,  liowe\^er, 
in  the  aggregate  is  a veiy  small  proportion.  The  area 
of  the  combined  rural  districts  is  710',098  acres,  and  that 
of  the  I'rban  Districts  40,975  acres.  The  density"  of 
the  population  in  the  County  is  .24  persons  to  the  acre, 
oi‘  approximately  one  pei'son  to  four  acres. 

In  comparison  with  other  Counties  of  England  and 
AAhales  the  East  Riding  stands  sixteenth  in  size  and 
fortieth  in  population. 
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With  the  exception  of  a small  area  in  the  South- 
West  of  the  County  adjacent  to  Selby,  which  has  witliin 
the  past  hfteen  years  become  industrial,  the  County  is 
entirely  agricult  oral . There  [ire  no  collieries  or  iron- 
works, but  cement  works  have  recently  been  opeaied  on 
the  Humber  Hank,  whein  abundant  supplies  of  clialk 
can  easily  be  obtained. 

Iduring  the  holiday  season  the  holiday  resorts  on 
the  East  Coast,  especially  Hridlington,  are  much 
faAa)nied  by  the  industrial  districts  of  tlie  West  Hiding 
and  tlie  Midlands. 

Tlie  rateable  value  of  the  ('onnty  is  £1,014,949,  and 
the  levy  of  a penny  rate  produces  £4,502  10s.  Td. 

POPULATION. 

The  i)opnlation  of  the  East  Hiding  at  the  Census 
taken  in  1921  was  returned  as  174, TOO,  an  increase  on 
the  Census  of  1911  of  18,902.  d4ie  Hegistrar  Ceneral, 
however,  snbseciuently  amended  ttie  figures  to  try  to 
overcome  the  false  position  whicli  had  been  created  by 
the  delay  in  tlie  taking  of  the  1921  Census  until  after 
llie  recognised  annual  holiday  period  had  commenced. 
The  East  Hiding  population  for  1921  was  eventually 
given  as  102,041,  and  from  this  figure  the  population 
for  the  vear  1925  is  estimated  at  100,470,  an  increase  of 
4,849. 

Duly  one  Sanitary  District,  viz.,  Beverley  Hural, 
is  given  sepai'ate  figures  for  birth-rate  and  death-rate 
respectively,  due  to  the  presence  of  a non-civilian 
popTilation  at  the  East  Yorkshire  Hegimental  I)e])ot. 
Tlie  Hegistrar  (xeneral  gives  separate^  figures  for  local 
areas  Avhich  have  more  than  100  non-civilians.

STANDARDIZATION  OF  DEATH-RATES. 

d'he  lle^'istrar  General  has  this  year  issued 
Standardizing  Factors  ” for  those  Districts  in  the 
Fast  Riding  which  had  a population  of  1(),(H)(I  or  more 
at  the  last  census,  tlie  object  of  Avhich  is  to  allow  for 
cel  l a in  dili'erences  of  sex  and  age  constitution  of  the 
population. 

In  fuither  ex])lanation  it  nuu'  be  said  that  a com- 
])arison  of  lotal  death-rates  as  ordinarily  stated  per  1,(JU0 
jiopulation  may  be  (juite  misleading.  As  mortality  is 
much  the  highest  in  infancy  and  in  old  age,  and  higher 
in  the  male  than  in  tlie  female  sex,  it  is  natural  for  a 
})opulation  containing  comparatively  few  infants  and 
aged  pei'soiis  to  have  a lower  death-rate  than  one  in 
wliich  the  o])})osite  conditions  prevail,  and  tliis  faAmur- 
able  constitution  is  accentuated  Avhere  the  projiortion  of 
females  is  in  excess  of  the  average.  By  the  method  of 
staoidardiziug  Avhich  has  been  adopted,  the  favourable  or 
unfavourable  nature  of  a population’s  sex-and-age 
distribution  in  relation  to  mortality  is  first  assessed,  and 
then  the  recorded  mortalitv  is  increased  or  diminished 

i. 

in  order  to  compensate  for  the  advantage  or  disadAuintage 
so  disidosed.  The  method  is,  in  fact,  one  of  handicapp- 
ing. Fopulations  Avliich  from  their  fav’oiirable  constitu- 
tion enjoy  an  advantage  in  comparison  Avith  the  standard 
population  (England  and  Wales)  liaAm  their  mortalities 
im  reased  by  a handicap,  in  the  form  of  a 
“ Standardizing  Factor,”  Avhile  the  mortalities  of 
unfavourably  constituted  populations  are  diminished  in 
the  same  Avay. 

Standardizing  factors  liaA^e  been  issued  for  seA^en 
Sanitary  Districts  in  the  East  Riding.  I giA^e  beloAv  a 
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table,  wliicli  shows  for  each  of  these  seven  Districts  (a) 
the  staiulardizino'  factor  allotted,  (h)  the  crude 
death-rate,  and  (c)  the  standardized  death-rate.

The  nuniher  of  in(|uests  in  which  Coroners  order

MORTUARIES. 

The  only  jiuhlic  mortuaries  in  the  County  are  those 
maintained  liy  the  local  authorities  at  Rridlington, 
JLessle  and  Ihiull.  Mortuaries  ai‘e,  of  course,  attached 
to  the  four  local  hospitals  and  to  the  l^oor  Law 
Institutions  at  Dritiield,  Leverley,  Latrington,  Pock- 
lington,  llowden  and  Pridlinoton.  These,  however,  are 
not  available  for  the  public  without  the  permission  of 
the  authorities  concerned. 

In  the  event  of  a ])ost-mortem  examination  lieinp' 
oi’dered  in  (‘onnection  with  an  impiest  the  work  has  to  be 
carried  out  in  the  dwellino'  oi-  out-house,  unless,  of 
course,  permission  is  ^I'anted  to  iierform  the  work  in  an 
available  mortuary  within  a reasonable  distance.  The 
])erformance  of  a post-mortem  examination  in  a private 
dwelling-house  is  a very  objectionable  occurrence.  The 
practitioner  cannot  well  do  justice  to  the  details  of  his 
Avork  owing  to  the  Avant  of  jiroper  appliances,  and  in 
order  to  avoid  a disgusting  mess  he  is  com])elled  to  do 
his  Avork  in  a cramped  manner.  Public  mortuaries  are 
most  needed  at  PeA^erley  and  Parlby,  the  latter  on 
account  of  its  rapid  groAvth  as  an  industrial  centrei  and 
its  close  proximity  to  the  riA^er.

Tile  Borouf>“li  of  Bridlington  Isolation  Hospital  is  a 
well-built  black  bnildino*  with  accommodation  for  -10 
patients.  There  are  three  separate  pavilions,  each  witli 
two  wards,  and  in  addition  there  is  an  observation  block 
with  two  beds.  Accommodation  is  available  for  private 
palients.  There  is  also  an  administrative  block  witii 
accommodation  for  the  staff.  The  IJos])ital  is  equipped 
with  a steam  disinfector  and  a motor  ambulance  is  kept. 

The  Bnral  District  Council  have  an  ag’reement  with 
the  Borono’h  under  which  six  beds  are  reserved  for  an 
annual  pajnnent. 

During  the  year  32  patients  were  admitted  to  the 
Hospital,  20  from  the  Borongli,  and  six  from  the  Hnral 
District.  Of  this  number  no  less  than  25  were  snifering* 
from  Scarlet  Fever. 

The  Howden  Biiral  District  Isolation  Hospital  is 
brick  built.  It  is  situated  less  than  a mile  from  the 
town,  There  is  an  administrative  block  with 
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:)c(‘()ii»in()(lai  ion  foi*  nni'.sos.  The  TTospiial  consists  of  a 
(lisclia  1 wal’d  coni  a i n i n^’  rooms  wliicli  inter- 

com in  ii  n ica  I (',  and  Iwo  pavilions,  one  will)  iwo  wards 
caidi  conlainin^'  In-o  laals,  and  lln*  oilier  with  Iwo  Avards 
conlainino'  fom-  and  six  beds  resiiectively.  There  are 
also  Iwo  ])rivatei  Avaids  ea(di  contain ing'  one  lied.  The 
lolal  ai'commodation  is  sixteen  lieds.  The  onthnildino’s 
conlain  a lanndiy,  a steam  disinfector,  and  a motor 
aml)iilance. 

The  di’aina^e  is  lo  a small  septic  tank,  the  final 
elfiueni  ])ein»‘  discharged  on  lo  Ihe  land.  The  water 
supply  is  lain  water,  which  is  stored  in  an  underground 
l)ig’-cai)acity  lank  and  pumjied  to  a supply  cistern  on  the 
roof  of  Ihe  adm in istral ive  hlocdc,  and  flows  thence  to  the 
various  hhxdvs.  Tjighling  js  by  gas  from  the  Local 
(las  (h)m})any.

SrVIALL  POX  HOSPITALS. 

The  two  vSinall  Pox  Hospitals  are  the  County 
Hospital  and  the  BeA^erley  Borough  Hospital. 

The  County  Hospital  serA^es  an  area  of  691,458 
acres  Avilh  a ])opulation  of  188,144,  and  includes  eighteen 
of  the  tAventy-three  Sanitary  Authorities  in  the  Hiding. 
The  Hos])ital,  Avliich  has  recently  been  considerably 
enlarged,  is  situated  near  the  yillage  of  Shipton  in  the 
Hural  District  of  Pocklington.  It  consists  of  tAvo 
l)ayilions  brick  built)  Avith  tAVo  Avards  in  each, 

Tiiaking  the  total  accommodation  tAventy  beds, 
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Tile  caretaker's  coita^’e  iii'ovides  accoiiniiodaiioii  for 
four  nurses  and  a wardinaid.  The  outbuildings  com- 
prise a laundry,  a garage  for  the  motor  ambulance,  and 
a steam  disinfector.  AVater  sujijily  is  mainly  collected 
]'ain  water,  but  in  addition  there  is  a well  with  small 
])etrol  pump  wliicli  gives  a varying  amount  of  water. 
Lighting  is  by  oil  lamps. 


The  Beverley  Borough  vSmall  Box  lIos])ital  is  a 
temporary  wooden  structure,  which  would  re({uire  con- 
siderable attention  and  expenditure  to  fit  it  for  the 
reception  of  patients.  It  is  situated  in  the  Beverley 
Bural  District,  about  half  a mile  outside  the  Borough. 

Three  of  the  remaining  Sanitary  Authorities,  viz., 
Iledon  M.B.,  Cottingham  L.I).,  and  Sculcoates  ILl)., 
have  agreements  with  the  Ifull  (hty  (Council  for  the 
reception  of  their  cases  at  the  City  Small  Jh)x  Ifosiiital. 


The  Bural  District  Council  of  Biccall  have  a similar 


agreement  with  tlie  Selby  Joint  Small  Box  Hospital. 


AMBULANCES. 

Two  ambulances  have  l)een  lent  by  the  ITome 
Service  Ambulance  Committee  to  the  County.  They 
are  garaged  at  Bridlington  and  Beverley  resi)ectively. 
The  County  Council  are  responsible  for  tlie  maintenance 
of  the  one  at  Beverley.  This  ambulance  made  ()9 
journeys  with  a mileage  of  1,450  during  1925,  comi)ai‘ed 
with  GO  journeys  and  a mileage  of  1,149  in  1924.  ddie 
sum  of  £59  12s,  dd.  was  received  in  fees.  The  charges 
are  reduced  or  remitted  in  the  case  of  necessitous 
persons.  A form  is  now  in  use  for  signature  by  some 
relative  or  friend  of  the  person  to  be  carried  who  will 
guarantee  payment  of  the  charges  incurred.  It  is 
necessary  to  obtain  this  guarantee  to  i)reivent  abuse  of 
the  facilities  provided. 

Motor  ambulances  are  also  kept  at  the  County 
Isolation  Hospital  at  Dritfield  and  at  the  (founty  Small 
Box  Hospital  at  Shipton. 

MIDWIVES  ACTS,  1902  AND  1918. 

Boutine  inspections  of  the  practising  midwives  in 
the  County  are  canned  out  by  the  fnspeclor  of  Midwi\'cs. 
Ln([uiries  are  also  made  in  all  cases  of  Buei-peral  Bevei', 
stillbirths,  liabilitv  of  midwife  to  be  a source  of 
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iuftM'i inn,  etc.  During'  the  year  78  visits  were  paid  l)y 
the  ijis})ector. 

ddie  iiuiiil)er  of  inidwives  who  notified  their 
intention  to  practise  in  the  County  during’  the  year  1925 
Avas  45,  of  Avhich  number  45  Avere  qualified  to  do  so  as 
holders  of  a di])loma  and  10  as  registered  but 
uncertificated  midwives.  Three  of  the  certificated  inid- 
Avises  ai'e  employed  by  l^ocal  Nursin”*  Associations.  If 
it  Avere  not  for  these  Associations  there  Avould  be  very 
little  inidAvifery  service  aAuiilable  in  the  country 
districts,  for  they  are  so  si)arsely  populated  that  a niid- 
Avife  could  not  possibly  earn  a livelihood.  It  folloAvs 
from  this  statement  that  as  the  Local  Xursin<2;’ 
Associations  onlv  coauu*  a relatiA'elv  small  area  of  the

The  ])aymeut  of  the  fees  of  doctors  called  in  by 
midwiA'es  in  a(‘cor(bnice  Avith  section  14  of  the  MidAviA^es 
Act,  1918,  amounted  to  £41  Is.  (id.  During  the  same 
period  £()  11s.  Od.  Avas  recoA’ered  from  patients.  Ao 
s(‘ale  of  lees  is  in  o])eration,  but  the  amount  (if  any)  to 
be  recoA’ered  is  assessed  bA"  the  CountA'  Medical  Officer, 
Avho  re])orts  his  action  to  the  subsequent  quarterly 
meeling  of  the  Public  Health  Committee. 

BLIND  PERSONS  ACT,  1920. 

This  Act  required  the  County  Council  to  make 
arrangements  for  ])romoting  the  Avelfare  of  thei  blind 
])ersons  living  Avithin  the  AdministratiA^e  County.  The 
Act  is  administered  bA"  the  Public  Health  Committee, 
Avho  formulated  a scheme  in  1921,  Avhich  aauis  approved 
bv  the  ^linistrv  of  Health.  This  scheme,  Avhich  does 
not  interfere  Avith  the  duty  of  the  Education  Authority 
to  ])rovide  education  and  training  for  the  blind, 
proAu’des,  infer  aha,  by  agreement  with  the  Hull  and 
East  Riding  Institute  for  the  Blind, 
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(a)  employment  for  suitable  cases  in  tbe  workshops, 

(b)  angnientation  of  wages, 

(c)  home  teaching  and  visiting, 

(d)  supervision  of  blind  persons  employed  in  llieir 

own  homes, 

(e)  registration  of  blind  persons  ordinarily  resident 

in  the  area,  and 

(f)  the  provision  of  lodgings  for  blind  persons  wlio 

1‘eqnire  siudi  accommodation,  it  and  when 

approved  by  the  Comic, il. 

The  number  of  blind  persons  on  tlie  register 
according  to  tlie  latest  return  is  ITG.  Tlie  Home 
Visitor,  for  wliose  services  the  County  Council  pay  a 
sum  of  £200  yearly,  devotes  jiractic-ally  the  whole  of 
his  time  to  the  systematic  visiting  of  all  blind  persons 
within  tlie  County.  He  gives  lessons  in  Hraille,  super- 
vises any  home  workers,  and  reports  any  unsatisfactory 
circumstances  whicli  come  to  his  notice.  Full  reports 
of  his  work  are  received. 

The  County  Council  are  directly  responsible  for  tlie 
maintenance  of  seven  persons  at  tliei  Hull  Institute, 
vxidusive  of  any  maintained  by  the  Education  Autliority. 
The  cost  during  the  year,  imduding  augmentation  of 
wages,  was  £481  los.  (id. 

Hesidential  accommodation  is  only  availablei  for 
women.  Male  workers  are  pi'ovided  witli  lodgings, 
which  are  under  the  general  supervision  of  the  Institute. 

The  National  Library  for  the  Eli  ml,  whicdi  supplies 
blind  persons  in  the  County  with  Hraille  and  Moon  type 
literature,  is  given  an  annual  grant  of  £30  by  the 
Countv  Council.

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Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 


DRAINAGE,  SEWERAGE  AND  REFUSE  DISPOSAL. 

^riu;  following'  i iiforiuat ion  I'elative  to  Drainage, 
Sewerage  and  Refuse  l)is])osal  is  extracted  from  the 
Annual  Reports  of  the  District  Medical  Officers  of 
lleiilth. 

ITRRAA  DISTRICTS. 

RevkiUvEY.  Scavenging  is  c.arried  ont  hy  Con- 
tractors, and  (lie  refuse  deposited  outside  the  Roi'ongli. 
Althongli  the  town  has  a good  water  supply,  only  l,dr)I 
out  of  a total  of  4,111  closets  are  water  closets.  Privy 
middens  niimher  1,(S(S(),  and  pan  cdosets  880.  Duriiig  the 
> e;'.r  47  privies  have  heen  converted  into  water  closets.  A^o 
definite  policy  has  yet  heen  adopted  with  regard  to 
conversion  with  a view  to  the  ultimate  sole  use  of  water 
ch)sets  throughout  the  Borough.  Since  1920,  however, 
448  i)rivies  have  heen  converted  to  Avater  closets. 

At  the  time  of  the  last  Survey  Report,  a considerable 
amount  of  si'wage  and  trade  Avaste  Avas  permitted  to 
discharge  into  the  Beveilc}^  Beck,  a small  canal  con- 
necting the  toAvn  Avith  the  RiA^er  Hull,  giAung  rise  to 
comi)laints  of  the  nuisance  caused  thereby.  These  have 
noAV  been  obAuated  by  diAuu'ting  the  trade  Avaste  from  the 
'ihinnery  dii'ect  to  the  main  seAver.  The  Pumping  Station 
at  the  Disposal  A\b)rks  has  also  been  reconstructed  and 
additional  ])umping  machinei'y  installed.  The  outfall 
into  the  River  11  nil  has  been  taken  to  a point  loAver  doAAm 
stream,  and  Avell  into  the  current. 

BniDiiXGTox.  During  the  year  49  water  closets 
lia.A'e  been  proAu’ded  to  houses  other  than  iieAv  ones,  and 
45  pail  closets  have  been  abolished.  During  the  past 
five  years  242  Avater  closets  haAm  been  proAuded,  and  207 
I)ail  closets  abolished.  The  l^rivate  Act,  1904,  does  not 
permit  the  erection  of  sanitary  coiiAmniences  other  than 
Avater  closets  in  iieAv  buildings.  The  number  of  houses 
Avith  pail  closets  only  is  481. 

All  seAvage  is  discdiarged  into  the  sea.  The  Southern 
ouifall  is  being  re])aired  Avhen  the  tides  are  suitable, 
ddie  Harbour  has  recently  b«en  cleaned  out  and  the  mud 
carted  to  the  New  Sea  AVall  on  the  South  Side. 
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Refuse  disposal  lias  been  a source  of  anxiety  to  the 
Ifeallli  C'Onini ittee.  The  ditficailties  have  been  overcome 
so  far,  but  as  it  has  to  be  taken  further  away  from  the; 

j t' 

town,  new  methods  liave  to  be  adojited.  The  cost, 
however,  has  increased  considerably,  but  this  increase  is 
also  due  to  the  laro-er  collections  that  have  to  be  made. 
A new  tip  has  been  secured  near  the  top  of  Bempton 
Lane.  It  is  a good  distance  from  the  town  and  away 
from  all  houses. 

Filey.  There  are  no  cesspools  in  the  town.  All 
liouses  are  directly  connected  with  the  town  sewers, 
wliich  discharge  direct  into  the  sea.  The  Council’s  own 
staft,  under  the  direction  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  carry 
out  the  scavenging  of  the  town.  Every  house  must  have 
a galvanized  iron  movable  dust-bin  with  a proper  fitting 
lid. 


IIessle.  The  sewage  of  the  District  is  very 
efficiently  dealt  witii  and  the  sewers  kept  well  flushed  by 
tiie  use  of  the  tidal  water  from  the  Humber.  Tliis  is 
impounded  by  means  of  lock  gates  witli  the  rise  of  the 
tide  and  then  released  at  low  water,  tlius  ensuring  a 
thorough  cleansing  of  the  sewers.  All  sewage  is,  how- 
ever, not  water  borne.  There  are  in  addition  within  the 
Urban  District  did  privy  middens  and  124  pail  closets. 
During  the  year  29  of  the  former  and  C of  the  latter 
wei'e  converted  into  water  closets.  These  conversions 
are  the  result  of  the  policy  of  the  Council,  which  under- 
took in  1924  to  expend  annually  on  conversions  tlie 
amount  realised  by  a penny  rate;  the  most  necessitous 
areas  to  be  selected  and  dealt  witli  first. 

Scavenging  is  partly  carried  out  by  tlie  Council’s 
own  workmen  and  partly  by  Contract.  The  refuse  from 
tlie  dustbins  is  burnt  in  the  open  in  an  isolated  locality. 
Tiie  contents  of  tlie  privy  middens  and  pail  closets  are 
collected  independently  from  the  house  refuse  and 
disposed  of  to  the  local  farmers  and  market  gardeners  for 
manure. 

Hokxsea.  About  three  miles  of  new  sewers  have 
been  laid  during  the  past  five  years  at  a cost  of  over 
£0,000.  All  new  houses  and  most  of  the  old  ones  take 
the  town’s  water. 

A refuse  incinerator  now  takes  the  place  of  the  tip 
which  was  an  abomination. 
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XoKTON.  The  surface  water  aiul  uutreated  sewage 
(Miij)ii('s  into  ilio  liivc'r  Derwent.  sewer  outfalls  are 

()tn-i()(lically  cleaned.  So  lon^'-  as  tin'  liver  is  running 
full  this  })ractice  can  he  tolei'ated,  hut  iu  di‘y  seasons 
there  is  cause  for  coinjilaint.  Only  about  one-third  of 
the  houses  have  a water  carria^'e  system  of  sewage 
dis[)osal.  Tlie  rest  of  the  houses  nudve  use  of  sanitai'y 
pans  or  ashpits.  The  former  are  emptied  every  Aveek. 
The  scavenoin^’  of  the  town  is  carried  out  hy  the 
Council’s  own  Avorkmen. 

Ihx'ivLiNGTOX.  Xeai'ly  half  of  the  houses  are  pro- 
Auded  Avith  Avater  (doseis,  the  other  half  havino-  {>omhined 
'privies  and  ashjiits.  d'lie  appi'oximate  number  of  priAues 
in  the  l)istri(d  is  2T(1,  pail  closets  d,  and  Avater  closets 
2f)().  The  imnoval  of  house  refuse  and  the  cleansinof  of 
(dosets,  ash])its  and  jiriA'ies  in  the  District  is  done  by  the 
T^i'ban  Council,  oii  notice  being'  giA'cn  by  the  occupier, 
a small  (duu'ge  being  made,  just  sutficient  to  coAmr  the 
t‘xi)ense  of  (deansing  (ind  remoA'al. 

A\bTiiKK\NS]v\.  ScaA'enging,  preA'iously  done  by 
contract,  is  noAV  nndei'tak'eu  bA'  the  Council. 

Dui'ing  the  year  2d  priAues  Avere  coiiA'crted  into 
Avater  closets.

Xo  great  change  has  taken  place  in 
the  last  liA'e  years  in  the  system  of  scavenging  or 
seAverage.  ITamborough  has  an  up-to-date  sewage 
system.  Other  AuTlages  dispose  of  nightsoil  on  the  land. 
The  tAvo  larger  villages  arrange  for  scaA'enging  by 
contract.  Practically  all  midden-privies  have  been 
couA'crted  to  earth  closets  Avith  galA'anized  pails. 

])rikfield.  Xafterton  is  the  only  village  in  the 
district  Avhere  public  scavenging  is  in  force.  It  is 
undertaken  bv  contract,  and  the  contractor  carries  out 
his  duties  in  an  efficient  manner.  All  excreta,  etc.,  are 
disposed  of  by  the  contractor.  In  all  other  parishes  the 
hcuseholders  are  obliged  to  remove  and  dispose  of 
excreta  and  refuse  in  the  most  adaptable  manner, 
generally  by  digging  into  the  soil  of  the  garden. 
It  cannot  be  said  that  all  is  dealt  Avith  in  an 
efficient  manner,  as,  Avhere  there  is  no  garden,  or  the 
garden  is  small,  the  householder  is  often  at  a loss  to  know 
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what  means  of  disposal  to  adopt.  As  a result,  privies  are 
sometimes  neglected  for  lon^'  periods,  and  are  liable  to 
become  a menace  to  the  health  of  the  nei^'libonrhood.  It 
is  desirable  that  public  scavengung'  should  be  extended  to 
include  the  larg-er  villages  of  the  area. 

With  the  exception  of  (larton  and  Wetwang  tlie 
lai'ger  villages  are  provided  with  covered  main  drains  to 
receive  slop  water.  Gartoii  and  AVetwang  have  open 
(diannels  running  alongside  the  main  street  and  into 
which  sink  waste  is  discliarged.  The  smaller  and  more 
scattered  villages  and  isolated  farm  liouses  deal 
individually  with  tlieir  own  sewage,  etc. 

In  only  three  villages,  namely,  Kilham,  IS^afferton 
and  Middleton,  have  sewerage  systems  been  installed 
with  settling  tanks,  etc. 

TJiere  are  comparatively  few  AV.C.’s  in  the  district, 
pail  closets  and  privies  being  tlie  more  common 
arrangement.  There  are  1,8T(S  pail  closets,  785  privy 
middens,  but  only  111  water  closets. 

Escuiok.  rul)lic  scavenging  is  carried  out  in  the 
villages  of  A\  heldrake,  Heslington,  Dunnington, 
Elviiigton  and  Fulford,  and  has  been  adopted  but  not 
enforced  in  the  rest  of  the  District. 

IIo^VDEN.  The  greater  part  of  the  town  of  ITowden 
is  drained  by  pipes  into  a sluggish  beck — the  old 
Derwent — which  runs  into  the  Ouse.  For  about  half  a 
mile  of  its  length  this  sewer  is  cul verted  in  bricks,  and 
passes  under  the  houses.  The  fall  in  the  Old  Derwent  is 
very  little,  1-800,  or  in  some  places  not  more  than  1-1 100; 
sewage  stagnates  on  its  sides  and  at  the  bottom,  and  in 
summer  particularly  the  beck  is  vei‘y  offensive.  Kilpin 
Dike  has  a sewer  system  into  the  Diver  Ouse.  Ileming- 
brough,  part  open  drainage  and  part  sewer  into  the 
Ouse.  Dreighton,  part  into  ditches  and  part  into  the 
Diver  Derwent.  Ilolme-on-Spalding-Moor,  bj^  pipes 
into  open  drains.  Newport,  into  the  canal,  disused 
brick-ponds  and  ditches.  All  other  parts  are  drained  by 
pipes  into  open  ditches. 

There  are  a few  water  closets  in  the  better-class 
I liouses,  especially  in  Howden,  flushed  by  rain  water  or 
r water  pumped  from  wells  into  cisterns,  and  discharging 
j either  into  cesspools  which  are  emptied  from  time  io 
1 time,  or  directly  into  water  courses.  Except  for  these 
1 the  privy-midden  system  prevails.  During  the  past  few 
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years  many  of  iliese  middens  liave  been  abolislied,  and 
i'(‘m()\al)l('  ^'ylvaiii'>:ed  iron  boxes  talven  Iheir  place.  In 
ll()n'd(Mi  d\)wn  and  Kili)in  colleciion  of  red'use  is  let  by 
conlracl  and  jmnovc'd  weekly.  In  all  other  j)aris  of  the 
district  tli(‘  work  is  (anaied  out  by  the  occni)iers  of  the 
houses.  Iduo'e  are  at  present  about  1,801  privy- 
middens,  007  ])ail  (dosets,  and  72  water  closets  in  the 
district.  108  conversions  f]*om  privy-middens  to  pail 
(dosets  have  been  made  since  1020. 

Ihvi'in \(;t()x.  The  parish  of  lh\trino>ton  is  the  only 
on(‘  in  the  District  })rovided  with  a completely  distributed 
system)  of  ])iped  sewers,  and  with  sewage  disposal  works. 
ddi('  sewei’s  and  disposal  works  we7‘e  constructed  in  1878. 
hi-om  time  to  time  duriiio’  the  past  five  years  the 
attention  of  the  Distried  (Council  has  been  drawn  to  the 
ur^emt  ma'd  of  I'epairs  to  the  ])resent  works.  In  all  other 
lai‘,y{M-  villa^-es,  the  sewa^’e  is  discharged  into  open 
servers. 

iSo  system  of  scavenging  is  provided  in  the  district. 
A])])roximately  00  ])er  cent,  of  the  houses  are  provided 
n ith  ])an  (dosets,  40  ])ei'  cent,  piavy.  There  are  a few 
water  (dosets.  \\  henever  practicable  conversion  to  water 
(dosets  is  being  made. 

Tockli  xerrox.  During  the  past  five  years  the 
S(‘W('i‘age  has  been  commenced,  extended,  or  finished  in 
Ihiiinhy  Jloor,  liishop  AVilton,  llugthorpe,  Burnby, 
(\)tt  ingwitl),  Eveia’ngham,  Fiddaythorpe,  Ilayton, 
Afarket  Whdghton,  Alillington,  Sancton,  Seaton  Boss  and 
Stamford  iiridge.  The  total  length  of  these  sewers 
(exceeds  8,000  yards.  A great  amount  of  private  drain- 
age has  been  carried  out  by  the  owners  of  property. 
While  much  remains  to  be  done,  a great  improvement 
throughout  the  District  may  be  recorded  under  this  head. 

AVith  the  excei)tion  of  Alarket  AA^eighton,  where  a 
lai'ge  ju'oportion  of  the  houses  have  water  closets, 
I)ra(dically  the  whole  district  makes  use  of  privy  middens 
or  })ail  closets.  Benioval  of  refuse  is  in  the  hands  of  the 
tenants  themselves,  except  in  Alarket  AA'eighton,  where 
the  v'ork  is  (airried  out  by  the  l^arish  Council. 

Bi(x:all.  New  ” Barlby  is  the  only  part  of  the 
Distiahd  which  has  a system  of  SeAverage  and  Sewage 
Disposal  AA'orks.  The  system  is  a combined  one,  the 
sewers  also  receiving  the  surface  water,  and  it  is 
designed  to  provide  for  a population  of  5,000.  Thef 
j'emaining  villages  drain  to  land  drains, 
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Tbe  common  form  of  saniiary  convciH('U(*c  is  flie 
privy-midden,  with  tlie  excej)tion  of  “ New  ” lUirlhy, 
in  wliicli  the  majority  of  tlie  lionses  are  snp])lied  wiili 
water  closets.  In  the  parish  of  Jlarli)}'  scaven^’iii”’  is 
carried  ont  hy  the  District  Conncil,  and  ashpits  and 
refuse  ])ins  are  emptied  weekly. 

ScuLCOATES.  In  this  scattered  rural  area  all  types 
of  closets  are  to  he  found,  and  are  kept  nnder  close 
supervision  hy  the  Sanitary  Inspector.  A\"at('r  (dosets 
are  insisted  upon  in  all  recently  l)nilt  lionses  wliere  the 
house  is  within  reach  of  water  and  drainao-e  svstems.  tlie 
construction  of  cesspools  not  being  in  favour  with  the 
Council.  Several  conversions  have  heen  caia'ied  out 
during  the  past  five  years,  hut  the  Council  have  no  fixed 
policy  with  regard  to  conversions. 

vScavenging  is  performed  partly  hy  direct  lahour  of 
the  (Council’s  workmen  and  partly  hy  contra('Ioi‘s.  Theri* 
has  heen  a great  extension  of  the  use  of  sanitary  dust- 
hins  in  the  area  during  recent  years. 

SnERurEX.  The  District  ]\Iedical  Officer  states  that 
the  scavenging  in  the  District  is  inadequate.  It  is  left 
to  the  householders  to  disjiose  of  the  closet  refuse,  whiidi 
is  some  cases  is  deposited  dangerously  near  to  the 
dwellings. 

SiviiiLAUGH.  New  sewers  have  heen  laid  in  the 
villages  of  Skirlaugh,  Seaton,  Dewholme,  Lelley, 
Sproatley  and  Long  Eiston,  to  the  total  length  of  about 
1,500  yards. 

All  scavenging  is  done  hy  private  individuals  exciqif 
that  at  Aldhoroiigh  Cliff  Top,  which  is  done  umh'r  a 
contract  with  a jirivate  individual  and  the  owmu's.  Any 
general  system  in  such  a sparsely  populated  district  of 
41  parishes  would  he  impossible. 

WATER  SUPPLIES. 

In  a sparsely  populated  agricultural  county  it  is 
hardly  to  he  expected  that  public  water  suj)plies  are  to 
he  found  covering  the  rural  districts.  The  A’cry  large 
initial  capital  cost  Avhich  Avould  have  to  he  incurrml  hy 
the  local  authorities  concerned  to  piovide  supplies  is  the 
great  drawback.  Waterworks  companies,  t()o,  are  not 
sulficiently  ph  ilant  hro])ic  to  incair  big  capital  expen- 
diture on  schemes  Avliich  Avould  I'etuiai  a A^ery  small 
percentage,  if  any,  on  their  capital. 
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Tlie  details  concerning  tlie  water  sn])i)lies  of  each  of 
the  twenty-three  Sanitary  Authorities  within  the  County 
may  be  summarised  as  follows:  — 


CEllAX  DISTEICTS. 

EevkivLEY.  The  Corporation  oAvn  the  Avaterworks. 
dTie  AA'ater  is  obtained  from  tAA'o  aa’cIIs  sunk  into  tlie 
(dialk.  They  are  connected  by  a lai’ge  adit. 
Tlie  AA'ater  is  treated  Iia'  a (diemi(*al  filtration 
])lant.  A sei’A'ice  reserA'oii*  is  ])roA'ided,  Avith  a capacity 
of  from  one  to  two  days’  supply.  The  quantity  of 
AA'ater  supplied  during  the  year  aa'us  209,8^2,100  gallons. 
It  is  said  to  liawe  been  amjile  and  of  excellent  ciuality. 
^\Tth  an  estimated  iiopulation  of  18,740,  the  consump- 
tion of  AA'ater  per  head  of  the  jiopulation  AA'orks  out  at  the 
high  figure  of  42  gallons  per  day. 

In  addition  to  the  main  public  supply  there  are  a 
feAA'  jiublic  punqis  AA'hicdi  obtain  their  AA'ater  from  bores 
into  the  underlying  chalk. 

EinnmxGTOxX.  The  public  AA'ater  supply  is  A'ery 
good.  It  is  deriA'ed  from  a AA'ell  198  feet  deep,  sunk  into 
tlie  chalk  on  the  (Uitskirts  of  the  toAA'ii.  The  supply  is 
abundant,  very  pure,  and  of  excellent  (j[uality  for 
drinking  and  domestic  use.  The  sei’A'ice  reserA'oir,  AA'hich 
is  coA'ered,  has  a capacity  of  aa'cU  oA'er  a million  gallons 
of  AA'ate]’.  If  contains  from  one  to  tAA'o  days’  supply. 
The  AA'atei'AA'orks  are  the  ])roperty  of  the  Ilorough,  and 
AA'ere  purcdiased  in  1899,  and  considerably  enlarged  in 
1912.  There  are  no  AA'ells  in  the  town. 

IIedox.  The  su])ply  is  deriA'ed  from  the  Hull  City 
Council  mains. 

CoTTiXGiiAM.  The  main  AA'ater  supply  for  the 
District  is  direct  from  the  mains  of  the  Hull  City  Council 
A\hiterAA'orks,  AA'hich  are  situated  AA'ithin  the  parish. 
There  are  also  a feAA'  AA'ells.  The  bores  from  AA'hich  the 
AA'ater  comes  are  into  the  chalk,  and  aA’erage  about  80  feet 
in  depth. 

Diuffieli).  The  Avater  supply  is  mainly  obtained 
from  tlie  Driffield  Water  AA'orks.  The  AVaterworks  are 
situated  some  distance  from  the  toAA'n  on  the  Xorth  side. 
Tlie  AA'ater  is  obtained  from  a deep  AA'ell  into  the  chalk, 
ft  is  pumped  into  a coA'ered  sei’A'ice  reserA'oir,  aaTucIi  has 
a capacity  equal  to  three  or  four  days’  supply',  and  flows 
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by  gravity  into  all  parts  of  tlie  town.  Other  sources  of 
supply  are  private  wells,  but  the  number  is  gradually 
diminishing. 

Filey.  The  public  supply  is  tlie  ])roperty  of  the 
Urban  District  Council.  The  water  is  obtained  from  two 
wells  situated  close  to  the  Gas  AVorks  and  Railway 
Station.  The  watei-,  which  is  derived  from  the  chalk, 
is  pumped  direct  to  the  mains,  and  to  a service  reservoir 
at  Iluiimanby,  about  two  miles  distant.  The  water  is 
excellent  in  quality. 

IIessi.e.  The  water  su])ply  is  direct  from  the  mains 
of  the  Hull  City  Council.  Neaidy  evei’y  iioiise  is  directly 
connected  with  tlie  maiils.  A few  of  the  outlying  liouses 
are  sujiplied  with  water  fi'om  bore  lioles,  luit  these  ai’e 
gradually  being  displaced  b\^  the  jiublic  sujiply. 

JIoKXSEA.  Ihe  present  supply  is  from  a well  on  the 
At  wick  Road  to  the  Xorth  of  the  town,  and  somewbat 
near  the  coast.  The  supply  is  not  over  abundant,  and 
needs  careful  cliemical  treafment,  aeration  and  filtration 
before  being  passed  into  the  service  reservoir.  The 
supply  is  being  temporarily  increased  by  additional 
water  obtained  fiom  a well  in  Dewliolme  T^ane  in  the 
vicinity,  pending  a final  decision  by  the  Turban  District 
(Auncil  as  to  the  future  sources  of  supply.  The 
Avaterworks  are  the  property  of  the  local  Council. 

The  alternative  schemes  Avhich  hav^e  been  considered 
by  the  District  Council  for  an  increase  of  the  Avater 
supply  are  tAvo  in  numbei'.  In  the  one,  the  Council 
propose  to  construct  their  oavu  Avaterworks  to  the  East  of 
the  Hull  and  Dridlington  main  line  near  the  Aullage  of 
Arram.  In  the  other,  it  is  proposed  to  purcliase  Avater 
in  bulk  from  the  City  of  Hull.  As  might  be  expected, 
there  are  adAmntages  and  disadAuintages  to  be  considered 
in  both  schemes.  The  quality  of  Avater  is  practically  the 
same  in  both  cases,  as  it  Avould  be  derived  from  deep 
Avells  in  the  clialk. 

If  ihe  Council  decide  to  x)roceed  Avith  their  own 
scheme  tiiey  are  faced  AA’itli  a big  capital  expenditure, 
l)ut  are  assured  of  an  abundant  supply  within  their  oavu 
control.  They  migdit  also,  if  the  legal  difficulties  could 
be  oA-ercome,  supply  the  Au'llages  in  the  Rural  Districts 
of  DeA'erley  and  Skirlaugh,  ilirougli  AA’hicli  tlie  pii)e  line 
AA'ould  pass.  If,  on  the  other  hand,  the  Council  decide  to 
obtain  a supply  from  Hull,  they  are  saved  the  capital 
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exjieiKliture,  but  are  eoiiipelled  in  ])erpetuity  to  pay  for 
the  water  at  a niijiiniuin  rate  })er  ”'allons  after  a 

certain  daily  consumption  has  been  readied. 

Idle  siipply  in  bulk  would  be  to  tlie  boundary,  so 
tliat  it  is  possible  tliat  in  order  to  forc'.e  tlie  supply  into 
the  service  cisterns  in  the  highest  ])art  of  the  town,  tlie 
(h)uncil  maj^  liei  committed  to  a further  expenditure  for  a 
])um})iug  station  at  their  boundary.  The  projiosed  pipe 
line  tor  a su()ply  from  Hull  would  not  jiass  througli  so 
many  villages  as  the  jn-oposed  line  of  the  supply  from 
the  vicinity  of  Arram  village. 

Inquiries  have  been  held  by  the  Ministry  of  Health 
diii'ing  the  year  with  regard  to  a loan  for  capital 
expenditure  for  purjioses  of  an  indeiiendent  supply  as 
mentioned  above.  The  CounciTs  aiiplication  was  not 
granted  jieiidiiig  further  negotiations  with  the  Hull  City 
Council. 

Aoktox.  The  District  is  supplied  with  water  from 
springs  at  some  distance  from  the  town,  and  the  water 
stored  in  a.  service  reservoir.  The  supply  is  abundant 
and  of  excellent  quality,  but  a trifle  hard. 

IhxKLiXGTOx.  The  town  is  supplied  1)3^  water 
gathered  from  springs  at  ^lillington  about  three  miles 
iSoi'lh  of  the  town.  The  Waterworks  are  not  the 
])ropeit\'  of  the  District  CouiK'il.  The  rest  of  the  water 
sup])l3'  is  obtained  from  shallow  wells.  Ao  new  wells 
have  been  made  during  the  past  3’ear,  but  two  wells 
where  the  water  was  unsafe  have  been  closed.  Twent3- 
five  houses  have  been  connected  to  the  water  mains 
during  the  3'ear. 


WiTiiERXSEA.  The  District  is  supplied  with  water 
in  bulk  to  the  town  boundary  by  the  Hull  Cit3"  Council 
from  their  main,  which  passes  through  the  Eural 
Districts  of  Sculcoates  and  Patrington. 

The  total  amount  "of  water  used  from  the  Public 
Supply  dining  the  3'ear  was  28,()96,0()()  gallons.  With 
an  estimated  population  of  4,202  the  amount  per  head 
consumed  was  18.4  gallons  per  da3u 

Idle  Public  Sup])l3"  Avas  laid  on  to  one  hundred  and 
tAventy  houses,  of  which  number  no  less  than  118  Avere 
new. 
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EUEAL  DISTEICTS. 

J^KVERLKY.  Tile  followiiio-  viHjio'es  lire  now  Hiipplied 
Avitli  Welter  from  Piililie  AVorks,  viz.,  ]h‘ou<i-li,  Eranting- 
liam,  Ellouglilon,  South  Cave,  and  Alolescroft.  Tlie 
village  of  Dalton  has  a private  estate  supply.  Tlie  rest 
of  the  villages  are  dependent  on  wells  with  one  or  two 
exceptions  wdiere  a spriitg  is  available. 

Brldlixgtox.  There  are  three  villages  wdiich  at 
present  ha\e  a pulilic  supply  available.  Twu),  viz., 
llessingby  and  Se^verliy,  are  supplied  from  the 
Bridlington  Corporation  AVateiwvoiks ; the  other,  Flam- 
liorough,  has  its  owm  installation  of  w^ell,  plant  and 
reservoir.  The  public  supply  is  not  available  for  tlie 
wdiole  of  the  village  of  Sew^erby,  but  only  for  those 
liouseis  wdiiidi  are  w'ithin  the  contour  line  of  supply  by 
gravity.  The  public  supply  works  at  Hunmanby  still 
remain  in  an  unfinished  condition,  aw'aiting  a time  wdien 
costs  of  completion  wdll  slunv  mori*  favourable  figures 
fhan  are  at  lU’esent  available.  The  greater  part  of  the 
Eural  District  obtains  its  water  from  w'ells  wdiicli  may 
be  shallow^  or  deep,  and  as  regards  purity  of  supply  may 
be  good  or  bad.  A new*  supply  was  provided  for  Carnaby 
by  means  of  a deep  boring. 

Drieeikli).  AVitli  the  excejitioii  of  Aafferton,  wdiicli 
has  a very  good  public  supply  either  laid  direct  to  the 
liouses  or  obtained  from  stand  pipes,  the  wdiole  District 
lias  to  rely  on  'well  water  or  rain  'waater  for  its  supplies. 

Tlie  pulilic  supply  at  Aafferton  is  the  property  of 
tile  Council.  Tt  is  derived  from  tlie  chalk,  and  is 
])umped  by  a wdndmill  or  the  oil  engine  into  the  main, 
and  ihen  falls  by  gravity  to  the  village.  The  public 
'^vells  at  Garton  and  Butteiavick  have  recently  been 
replaced  by  bores  wdth  satisfactory  results. 

JCscix’iCK.  AYith  the  exception  of  Fulford,  wdiich 
parish  receives  a public  supply  from  the  York  City 
A[  ains,  the  wdiole  of  the  District  is  dependent  on  collected 
rain  water  and  ^vells,  'svhich  are  mainly  shallo'^v. 

lIowDEN.  AVith  the  exception  of  a private  supply, 
ivliich  is  available  for  a few  houses  at  Asselby  and 
F nedlington  and  for  the  AVorkhouse,  the  Avhole  of  the 
Eural  District  is  dependent  on  collected  rain  water  or  on 
w’ells  which  generally  speaking  cannot  be  looked  on  as 
other  than  most  unsatisfactory.  Attempts  at  boring  haye 
been  a failure  so  far  as  obtaining  a potable  water  is  con- 
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(•('I'lu'd.  ddiis  siatomoiit  avos  A^ery  definitely  proA^ed  l)y  tlie 
(hd(*nnin('d  etloris  of  ilie  War  Oifiee  to  obi  a in  a supply 
foi‘  the  Jlowdeii  Aerodi'ome. 

The  Kiiral  District  (V)nncil  usually  arrange  for  a 
su})ply  of  n’ater  by  rail  from  Hull  for  tlie  householders  in 
Howden  AAdien  no  local  supjilies  are  aA’ailable  in  dry 
S('asons.  ddie  only  feiisible  ])lan  to  enable  the  toAvn  of 
Howden  to  obtain  a ])ublic  sujiply  Avould  ajipear  to  be  a 
su])ply  (IraAvn  from  the  chalk  in  the  Au'cinity  of  NeAvbald, 
or  b}'  agreement  from  Selby  or  (joole  if  the  legal 
diihmilties  C'ould  be  overcome. 

XoRTOM.  The  District  is  fairly  Avell  supjilied  AAoth 
waitu',  as  full  use  has  been  made  of  the  natural  flow  of 
water  from  the  springs  whi(di  issue  from  the  (duilk.  The 
villages  of  Leavening,  JHllington,  Settriugton  and 
Yiulingham  all  have  ])ublic  supjilies.  dTioriie  Dassett, 
Scagglet  horpe,  Wintringham,  Heslerton  (East  and 
AWst)  and  Durythorjie  are  enabled  to  di'aw  on  jiriAmte 
sujijdies  Avhich  are  also  laid  on  to  the  Aullages. 

pATiMNcrrox.  As  in  the  (*ase  of  the  adjoining 
Skirlaugh  Dural  District,  this  locality  is  fortunate  in 
having  the  Hull  ( Virjioration  main  jiassing  through  a 
number  of  jiai'ishes  on  the  Aviiy  to  AAb’theriisea,  and  in 
addition  a bramdi  main  is  laid  to  the  CroAvn  CoIoua"  on 
Sunk  Island.  Unfoi'tunately,  excejit  in  Patrington  and 
the  Crown  (hilony,  relatiA^ely  few  houses  are  direvtly 
connected  to  the  mains.  Stand  jiijies  are  not  alloAved  in 
the  Aullages,  through  Avhi(di  the  main  passes.  In 
consequence  the  greater  number  of  houses  are  compelled 
to  use  surface  Avells.  About  one-sixth,  actually  290,  of 
tlie  inhabited  houses  are  sujijilied  Avitli  Avater  from  the 
Hull  mains.  At  A\dnestead,  Avater  from  a Avell  is 
jiumjied  b}"  a Avindmill  to  a graA'ity  tank  fi'om  which  it 
is  jiiped  to  most  of  the  liouses  in  the  Aullage. 

P()('KLiXGTOiX.  At  Alarket  AVeighton  there  is  a A^ery 
good  Avater  sup|:)ly  deriA^ed  from  the  chalk.  The  Avater 
is  jiumjied  by  an  oil  engine  to  a seiwice  reseiwoir  on  a 
hill  above  the  Avell,  and  then  distributed  by  graAuty  to 
the  toAvn  and  to  the  A’illage  of  Goodmanham.  Both 
Barmby  Aloor  and  Shijiton  liaA^e  complete  installations 
of  Avell  and  service  reseiwoir.  The!  jinmping  from  the 
Avell  is  inexpensively  jierformed  by  tlie  use  of  windmills. 
A number  of  other  Aullages  obtain  their  supplies  from  the 
sjirings  as  they  issue  from  the  chalk.  The  aT Pages  of 
Alillington,  Thixendale,  Kirby  Fnderdale  and  Fncleby 
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are  examples  of  tliis  metliod  of  siii)ply.  In  ilie  rest  of 
file  District  ilie  siipi)ly  is  obtained  from  wells  and  Lores. 

IticcALJ..  Two  parishes  only,  Harlby  and  ()sp'odl)y, 
liave  a public  supply  which  is  obtained  from  Selby.  TTie 
rest  of  the  District  is  dependent  on  wells,  c'cc. 

S('un(A)ATES.  Til e District  is  fail  ly  well siijiiilied  owin^ 
mainly  to  its  proximity  to  Hnll,  and  consequent  ability 
to  obtain  a water  supply  therefi’om.  Ib'eston,  Sutton, 
Aiilaby’,  Willerby  and  Kirk  Ella  are  all  thus  supplied. 
The  villages  of  Swanland,  Ferriby  and  AVest  Ella  have 
public  supplies  in  house  or  from  stand  pipes,  but  with 
• the  parliamentary  powers  recently  granted  to  Hull,  the 
City  Council  have  undertaken  to  supply  the  whole  of  the 
Western  area.  This  will  obviate  the  necessity  to  main- 
tain the  pump  with  deep  bore, -which  is  situated  in 
Swanland.  During  the  past  two  years  the  following  new 
lengths  of  water  main  have  been  laid  : — i

Welton  is  supplied  from  stand  pipes  from  a spring 
in  AVelton  Dale,  and  the  rest  of  the  District  from  wells. 
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SiTERi’.unx.  The  villages  of  (lanton,  Staxton, 
Muston  and  Sherl)urn  have  no  public  supplies  at  present. 
It  is,  however,  to  be  hoped  that  vSherbiirn  will  not  be 
long  without  one  as  there  is  a plentiful  supply  of 
excellent  spring  water  available,  l^otter  Promj)ton  has 
its  OAvn  supply  to  stand  pipes.  A special  pipe  is  laid 
to  the  (xanton  Golf  Club.  Dinnington  has  a supply  pi])e 
from  the  AVold  spring  above  the  village.  TTie  villages  of 
Elixton  and  Eolkton  have  their  own  water  supply  from 
wells  by  windmill  and  auxiliary  engine. 

Skirlaugh.  The  Hull  Corporation  main  passes 
throirgh  the  parishes  of  Bilton,  AVyton,  Sproailey, 
Elinton  and  Aldborough.  Unfortunately  very  little 
advantage  has  been  taken  of  this  excellent  opportunity  to 
obtain  an  abundant  pure  water  supply.  No  stand  pipes 
are  allowed.  At  T)resent  the  number  of  liouses  wliicli 
have  availed  themselves  of  tlie  water  supply  is  few. 
Practically  the  whole  of  the  District  is  dependent  on 
collected  rain  water  and  shallow  wells.  The  Council 
have  recently  received  sanction  from  the  Miiiistry  of 
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for  llie  oxionsioii  of  ilie  TTiill  water  Diain  from 
A l(11)oi-oiioli  villa^’e  io  tlie  clilf  top.  l^iis  will  enable  tlie 
b'lnporaiy  (lw(>llin^s  r('eeii11y  erected  there  1o  be  vSup])lie(l 
with  watei\  and  will  also  make  improved  sanitary 
an  an  c ements  possi])le. 


RIVERS. 

4 here  are  only  two  rivers  in  the  County,  the 
l)erw(mt  and  the  Hull. 

4die  Derwent  rises  in  the  North  Eiding  in  the  moors 
about  IfackiK'ss,  by  the  junction  of  a number  of  becks. 
As  soon  as  it  rea(dies  tlie  East  Ridino-  it  forms  the 
division  ladweiui  tlie  North  and  East  Eiding's  as  far  as 
Stamford  Ei'idge.  Ei’om  tliis  point  to  its  junction  with 
th(‘  Ouse  at  Eai'inby  ^larsh  tlie  river  is  within  the  East 
Eiding.  The  upfier  part  of  the  I'iver  is  fairly  clean,  but 
the  lowin'  course  is  muddy  from  land  drainage  and  tidal 
invasion.  4 he  land  which  here  borders  the  river  is 
liable  to  frequent  flooding.  The  i'iver  receives  the  crude 
smvage  from  Norton,  Stamford  Bridge,  and  the  small 
villages  on  the  banks. 

44ie  Dull  rises  by  the  junction  of  a number  of  clear 
stj'taims  fi'om  the  AVolds  in  the  vicinity  of  Driffield.  It 
runs,  after  its  junction  with  the  Erodingham  Beck, 
due  South  to  join  the  Dumber  at  Dull.  The  river  is 
navigable  by  means  of  cuts  to  Driffield  with  short 
branches  to  Iveven  and  Beverley. 

Tiike  the  Derwent  the  Eiver  Dull  is  in  the  lower 
reaches  a dirty,  sluggish,  muddy  stream,  which  acts  as 
main  di'ain  for  the  low-lying  lands  Avhich  border  it.  The 
outfall  from  the  Beverley  Sewage  Works  is  discharged 
into  the  river. 

44 le  Foulness  Eivm',  although  so  called,  is  simply  a 
small  stream  which  traverses  a part  of  Dowdenshire  and 
dischai'ges  into  the  Market  Weighton  Canal. 

The  Dumber  and  its  tributary  the  Ouse  forms  the 
whole  of  the  Southern  and  the  greater  part  of  the 
Western  boundary  of  the  County. 
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Housing. 


At  tlie  present  time  interest  is  more  centred  in  this 
siil)ject  than  in  any  otlier  of  the  j)nl)lic,  health  activities. 
It  is  a subject  to  which  reference  is  constantly  being 
made  by  politicians,  nnmerons  associations  and  societies, 
and  of  course  by  the  people  themselves.  The  cjiiestion 
which  naturally  arises  in  this  connection  is  a,  pertinejit 
one,  and  refers  to  the  proof  of  the  generally  accepted 
statement  that  tlie  conntiy  as  a whole  is  woefully 
deficient  of  housing  accommodation.  ])onbtless  certain 
distidcts  can  show  a high  proportion  of  bad  overcrowd- 
ing, Init  it  is  certainly  true  that  other  districbs  are  mindi 
more  favonrably  circnmslanced. 

In  the  1921  Census  the  statistics  relating  to  this 
county  showed  that  in  29,059  dwellings  with  215,702 
lotal  rooms,  there  were  housed  172,720  persons,  or  4.4 
l)er  house.  Of  the  total  number  of  houses,  5,029  had 
one,  two  or  three  rooms,  19,085  had  four  or  five  looms, 
11,126  had  six,  seven  or  eight  rooms,  and  2,809  had  nine 
or  more  rooms. 

Theie  were  241  families  (consisting  of  448  jiersons) 
living  in  houses  containing  only  one  room;  1,864  families 
(consisting  of  4,792  persons)  living  in  houses  containing 
two  rooms,  and  2,282  families  (consisting  of  11,292 
persons)  living  in  houses  containing  three  rooms. 

In  the  early  part  of  1920  the  then  Ifonsing  Com- 
missioner tor  this  region  received  from  each  ])isiri(4 
Council  in  the  Hiding  an  estimate  of  their  housing  needs 
for  thi'ee  years  as  follows.  To  the  table  1 have  added 
the  number  of  new  houses  bnilt  A'ear  by  year  since  1920, 
as  given  by  the  District  Medical  Officers  in  their  Animal

Jt  is  almost  impossible  to  come  to  any  definite  con- 
clusion from  ilie  foreo-oino-  fable  because  admittedly  the 
('siimaies  n'ere  at  the  outset  only  ronp-lily  fi'amed  and 
noiild  j)robably  as  the  I’csnlt  of  more  detailed  investio’a- 
tion  be  amended.  Takinp-  the  fi^aires,  however,  as 
stated,  tile  deduction  is  that  with  the  exception  of  the 
lloiouo'li  of  lle^'erley  and  the  llural  Districts  of  IS^orton, 
Sherburn  and  Skirlangli,  the  actual  number  of  liouses 
built  poes  a lonp  way  towards  meetinp  any  housing 
deficiency.  In  the  case  of  Filey  the  oripinal  estimate 
Avas,  I til  ink,  excessive. 

It  is  to  be  boiled  that  no  effort  Avill  be  spared  to 
improve  existiiip  cottape  accommodation,  noAv  that 
liropress  has  been  made  toAvards  replacinp  the  housinp 
deficiency  occasioned  by  the  cessation  of  bnildinp  dnrinp 
the  Avar  jieriod.  There  are  a number  of  cottages 
throuphout  the  countr\'  districts  and  in  the  Aullages 
Avhicli  are  dilapidated,  damp,  insanitary,  and  Avith 
insufficient  liedroom  accommodation.  TIica^  are  onh^ 
occupied  because  nothing  else  is  aAaiilable.  A cottage 
Avliiidi  consists  of  a liAu'ng  room  and  a bedroom  Avith 
sloping  roof,  Avhich  is  reached  by  a ladder,  is  neither 
suitable,  decent  nor  healthy  for  a Avorkman  Avith  a 
family,  and  certainly  does  not  tend  to  create  a happy  and 
contented  outlook  on  life.

IdG  new  lionses  have  been  erected 
during  the  year,  Avliicli  iiudnde  4G  munici])al  houses. 
Other  88  are  in  course  of  constrnction. 

Ibvo  houses  liave  been  demolished  as  nnfit  for  human 
liabitation,  two  houses  closed,  and  resolutions  have  been 
])assed  to  (dose  two  as  unfit  for  habitation.  There  are 
a number  of  houses  in  various  parts  of  the  toAvn  for 
Avhich  (dosing  orders  should  be  made,  but  oAving  to  the 
budv  of  liouse^  it  is  not  yet  possible  to  do  so.  WhateA*er 
is  done  in  the  shape  of  repairs,  these  houses  cannot  be 
made  I’easonably  fit  for  habitation,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped 
tliaf  the  next  lot  of  houses  to  be  built  will  be  to  re-house 
those  peojile  avIio  are  living  in  the  old,  Avorn-out  houses. 

During  the  ])ast  five  years  875  houses  liav^e  been 
('reeled,  TO  of  Avhich  are  under  a Municipal  Scheme  and 
85  subsidised  houses.  Four  liouses  luiA^e  been  demolished 
as  unfit  for  liabitation,  and  tour  closed  for  the  same 
reason. 


Fii.ey.  The  older  liouses  in  the  toAvn  are  beloAv  the 
standard  of  modern  requirements,  and  the  proAUsion  of 
improved  accommodation  should  be  considered  in  the 
early  future. 

HessTvE.  There  still  continues  to  be  a shortage  of 
houses  for  Avorking  class  people,  as  although  81  ucav 
houses  Avere  completed  last  year,  no  cottages — suitable 
as  regards  rent  for  a Avorking  man — Avei-e  built.  Xo 
])lans  are  before  the  Council  to  meet  the  house  shortage 
Avhich  exists  and  Avhich  is  ]‘es]Aonsible  for  the  presence 
of  many  instances  of  Iaa'O,  or  eA^en  three,  families  liAung 
in  the  same  house,  and  priAuite  builders  seem  to  be  quite 
unable  to  make  any  adAuuice  in  this  direction. 

The  general  standard  of  housing  in  the  area  is  good, 
but  the  Council  are  only  Availing  for  a suitable  oppor- 
tunity to  dispense  with  a feAv  old  cottages  that  are 
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marked  for  falling-,  but  wliicli  at  present  form  a slielter 
for  ilie  oe(uipiers,  for  wiiom  at  ])reseni  no  ali(‘rnat iA^e 
aeeommodation  is  available. 

Hornsea.  Since  1921  there  have  been  dOd  plans 
of  houses  represent! no*  nearly  GOO  neAv  houses  before  the 
Council,  of  Avhich  OA^er  2b0  areabsolutely  completed.  Tlie 
subsidA^  of  £T5  under  the  192d  and  1924  Acts  has  been

Pea'ERLEY.  a considerable  number  (^120)  of  neAV 
houses  liaA^e  been  built,  but  as  these  are  largely  occupied 
by  migrants  from  Hull  the  shortage  in  the  Aullages  is 
still  acute,  many  cottages  are  in  a bad  state  of  repair  and 
\vould  be  condemned  it  alternative  accommodation  Avere 
aAui  liable. 

Pridlington.  A\4iile  there  is  no  excess  of  houses, 
it  cannot  be  said  tliat  there  is  much  demand  for  increased 
numbers  of  houses,  the  population,  as  previously  noted, 
remaining  nearly  stationary  in  the  District. 

AVhat  is  chiefly  Avanted  is  the  proAu'sion  of  new 
cottages  to  let  at  a rent  Avithin  the  means  of  the 
inhabitants,  to  replace  many  old  and  inconA’enient 
cottages  Avhich  Avould  be  better  AUAcated. 

Tile  Council  under  the  Addison  Scheme  erected  IG 
houses.  Since  then,  under  Seel  ion  I of  the  Act  of  1919, 
the  Council  haAn  certified  for  the  lump-sum  subsidy  10 
houses  erected  by  piivate  persons,  principally  for  their 
oAvn  occupation.  Hnder  the  Act  of  1924  the  Council 
haAn  adopted  a small  scheme  comprising  ten  houses  to 
be  sidisidised  for  erection  of  priAxate  buildings.  Of 
these,  at  present,  three  havn  been  taken  up  and  are  no\v 
in  course  of  building. 
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J)i  v* n-'i’iELT).  Toinpared  witli  a^viciiltiiral  distrirts 
^•(Mi(‘rally,  I lie  liousiii^’  (‘ondit  ions  of  flio  area  may  l)e 
said  lo  !)('  fair.  ddi('i(‘  ai’e,  liow(‘V('r,  houses  llirouglioiit 
ilu'  Disliici  wliieli  are  imfii  or  helow  a reasonable 
siaiidai'd,  and  wlnhdi  i<  is  diflieiilt  or  imi)ossible  to 
repair.  These  should  be  ]'e})laeed  by  new  houses. 
Duriuo'  past  five  yeai's  measures  have  been  taken  by 
the  (V)uneil  io  meet  any  shortao'e,  and  the  following 
houses  have  been  built: — Kilham,  4;  Xatferton,  d; 
A\billon,  2;  (h'answic'k,  8;  4\b4wano',  4;  and  North 
Ki'odinodiam,  4.  J^hirtln'i*  bnildino-  is  also  contemplated 
as  follows: — ('ranswick',  8;  ]\Iiddleton,  4;  Naft'erton,  4; 
Sk(‘rne,  2;  Wbiiton,  2\  and  AWdwano',  4;  whilst  other 
places  ai'(‘  und(‘r  considei’ation. 

The  defects  found  io  exist  in  nnfit  houses  are 
dam])ness  and  de(‘ay,  bad  foundations,  striudural  defects, 
smallness  of  rooms,  low  ceiling's  and  lack  of  suthcu'ent 
window  space  and  ventilation.  As  regards  management 
by  owners,  there  is  usually  no  difficulty  in  getting  small 
defects  remedied,  but  the  low  rents  and  high  cost  of 
building  materials  and  labour  often  ])re(dnde  any  large 
ex])enditure  on  re])airs.  Tn  some  cases  also  thei'e  is 
waste  and  negbud  by  a c('rtain  (dass  of  tenants. 

] lo’wuEX.  In  llowden  Town  there  is  a shortage  of 
the  right  kind  of  liouse  for  wo]‘king  i)eo])le  with  families. 
Those  abeady  (uecti'd  on  the  Hull  Road,  taking  into 
consideration  rent,  rates,  and  living  expenses,  ai’e 
beyond  the  scope  of  an  oi'dinary  labourer.  In  many 
cases  married  sons  and  daughters  are  living  with  parents 
until  a suitable  house  can  be  obtained.  I must  also 
I)oint  out  that  some  houses  in  the  district,  condemned  as 
unfit  for  human  habitation,  are  still  occupied  owing  to 
the  scar(‘ity.  Having  no  building  bye-laws,  wooden 
buildings  are  being  elected  in  nearly  every  part  of  the 
district  \^^ithout  regard  to  water  or  drainage. 

The  general  standard  of  house  is  fairly  good  in  the 
area,  being  brick  and  tile  dwellings.  The  defects 
(diiefiy  found  are  faulty  roofs  and  dampness  due  in  the 
main  to  tlie  absence  of  damp-proof  courses.  Many  of 
tliese  can  be  remedied  by  landlords. 

Subsidy  houses  numbering  37  (13  erected  during  the 
year)  liave  been  built  by  private  enterprise  under  the 
blousing  Act  of  1923.  The  Council  during  the  year 
increased  the  amount  of  sTibsidy  from  TTb  18s.  6d.  to 
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c£90  in  tlie  hope  that  it  would  eiiconrag’e  the  building  of 
houses. 

Patrington.  Most  of  the  working  class  dwellings 
are  old,  some  houses  are  of  a veiw  poor  type,  and  damp. 
Many  back-yards  are  unpaved  or  defectively  paved. 
More  attention  to  the  surroundings  of  premises  is  needed, 
especially  in  view  of  tlie  close  proximity  of  the  wells  to 
houses.  The  best  type  of  working  class  houses  are  to  be 
seen  on  the  Crown  Settlement,  Patrington,  with  one  or 
tAvo  striking  exceptions  in  Patrington.  Most  of  the 
houses  in  the  district  are  occupied,  but  in  the  villages 
there  is  a great  need  of  modern  building,  which  is 
eagerly  sought  after.  In  Patrington  itself,  there  are 
still  some  houses  without  a back  Avay,  coals,  refuse,  &c., 
having  to  be  passed  through  the  living-room.  Unfortu- 
nately the  position  is  such  that  improvements  cannot  be 
made  to  produce  an  economic  rental,  and  no  other  houses 
can  be  found  for  the  pi’esent  tenants. 

PocKLiXGTON.  There  is  a decided  shortage  of  good 
accommodation.  There  nre  many  houses  occupied  which 
would  be  condemned  if  there  was  other  available 
accommodation.  That  there  is  a demand  for  more 
houses  is  evident  by  the  applications  submitted  for 
Council  houses,  and  the  private  house  owners  in  every 
part  of  the  District  have  waiting  lists  of  considerable 
length. 

The  Council,  in  1920,  built  IG  houses  in  Market 
Weigliton  and  made  known  as  widely  as  possible  the 
subsidy  schemes.  T^velve  houses  were  built  by  private 
enterprise  under  the  various  forms  of  subsidy.  In  1925 
a private  firm  discussed  with  the  Housing  Committee  of 
the  Council  the  possibility  of  providing  workmen’s 
cottages.  At  the  close  of  the  year  a scheme  was 
launched  commencing  with  5 houses  under  the  Housing 
(Financial  Provisions)  Act,  1924,  with  the  payment  of 
£12  10s.  Od.  per  annum  for  forty  years. 

Hiccall.  Under  the  Housing  Act,  1919,  the 
Council  decided  on  a Building  Scheme  of  G8  houses.  The 
actual  number  erected  has  been  32.  The  32  houses 
elected  'have  to  some  extent  relieved  the  demand  for 
houses  in  the  Hural  area,  but  it  may^  safely  be  said  that 
they  have  not  to  any  real  extent  relieved  the  housing 
conditions  of  the  true  bona-fide  villa^^e  inhabitant.  The 
whole  question  is  one  of  finance  because  the  agricultural 
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woiker  is  quite  uiial)]c  io  pay  the  rent  of  houses  ])uilt 
undt'r  pi('seii1  duy  (losis.  There  is  a demand  for  a 
colia^e  wiiieli  c.aTi  he  lei  at  a rental  not  exceeding  five 
shillings  j)er  week. 

ScuL(  OATES.  The  house  shortage  is  not  so  acute 
in  tliis  area  as  it  was  two  or  three  years  ago,  but  there  is 
still  an  absence  of  new  dwellings  within  comfortable 
leacdi — from  tlie  j)()iiit  of  view  of  rent — of  a‘‘  working 
man.”  New  houses  completed  in  the  area  in  192'5 
number  170,  and  of  these  99  were  subsidj''  houses  of  villa 
or  semi-villa  type.  There  is  daily  increasing  evidence 
that  tile  supply  of  these  equals  the  demand,  and  w^hen 
it  is  found  that  tliey  no  longer  find  a ready  market  it 
may  be  possible  for  Ivocal  Authorities — and  builders — 
1o  use  this  subsidy  money  for  assistance  in  erecting 
workmen’s  houses. 

SiiEunxTRX.  Three  houses  have  been  erected  during 
tlie  year  by  private  enterprise,  a number  grossly 
inadeipiate  for  the  needs  of  the  district. 

Overcrowding  and  consequent  ill-health  is  common, 
and  even  apart  from  overcrowding  there  is  a number  of 
houses  lielow  the  reasonable  standard  for  health,  which 
would  be  condemned  as  soon  as  better  accommodation 
(‘ould  be  jirovided. 

Skirlaugii.  Fifty-five  new  houses  have  been  built 
in  five  years.  Seventeen  of  these  have  received  the 
subsidy.  No  housing’  scheme  has  been  adopted,  but  the 
Foor  laiw  Institution  has  been  converted  into  twelve 
workmen’s  cottages. 

Although  in  the  main  the  various  Housing  Acts  are 
administered  by  tlie  District  Councils,  the  County 
Coumtil  may  provide  dwellings  in  connection  with  small 
holdings.  The  Education,  Standing  Joint  and  High- 
v;ays  and  tlridges  Committees  may  also  provide  houses 
for  their  respective  employees.  During  the  years 
1921-25  inclusive  the  number  of  houses  built  in  this 
wav  was  : —

MILK  SUPPLIES. 

Generiilly  speaking  little  improvement  eon  ke  soiil 
to  liiive  keen  made  during  the  past  five  years  in  the 
cleanliness  and  purity  of  tlie  milk  supply  wiiliin  tlie 
County,  altljough  the  sukject  is  gradually  receiving  more 
attention,  and  will  undouktedly  continue  to  do  so  if  the 
recent  Milk  and  Dairies  (Amendment)  Act,  1922,  the 
Milk  (Sp  ecial  Designations)  Drder,  1923,  made  under  it, 
and  the  Milk  and  Dairies  (Consolidation)  Act,  1915,  are 
properly  administered.  These  Acts  in  conjunction  with 
the  Tukerculosis  Order  of  1925  should  go  far  to  improve 
the  purity  of  the  milk  supply,  especially  if  the  consumers 
will  interest  themselves  in  the  sukject. 

MILK  (SPECIAL  DESIGNATIONS)  ORDER,  1923. 

In  1924  only  one  certificate  for  the  production  of 
“ Grade  A ” milk  had  keen  granted.  This  milk  is 
simply  clean  milk  with  consequent  good  keeping 
qualities  and  obtained  from  healthy  cows.  Two  more 
certificates  were  issued  during  1925,  and  the  numker 
has  now  increased  to  six.  In  all  the  cases  except  one 
the  milk  is  kottled  on  tlie  farm  ky  the  producer.  This  is 
an  obvious  advantage  to  the  consumer  as  it  enables  the 
milk  to  be  delivered  without  any  further  chance  of 
contamination  during  delivery,  and  the  day  and  time  of 
pioduction  stamped  on  the  capsule  guarantees  freshness. 
The  practice  of  bottling  is  being  cojiied  ky  some  pro- 
ducers who  do  not  seal  or  date  the  bottles  and  so  give 
no  guarantee  as  to  its  quality  or  age.  Tlie  producer  of 
milk  in  the  rural  districts  is  very  much  handicapped  in 
the  matter  of  water  supplies,  for  public  supplies  are 
seldom  available.  In  dry  weather  all  water  has  to  be 
carted,  a condition  of  alfairs  whiidi  pieveaits  the  free 
use  of  water  for  cleansing  cowsheds,  dairies,  &c. 

TUBERCULOSIS  ORDER,  1925. 

The  Tuberculosis  Order  of  1925,  which  came  into 
force  on  the  1st  September  last,  gives  jiower  to  the  Tvocal 
Authority  to  slaughter  luberculous  caiile  and  to  jiay 
compensation  for  Ihem,  if  possible  on  an  agreed  value 
basis,  otherwise  only  under  the  special  authority  of  the 
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Ministry  of  Agriculture.  The  diseased  beasts  are 
broTi^Iit  to  the  notice  of  tlie  Local  Authority  by  (a) 
notifications  l)y  veterinary  surgeons,  (b)  notifications  by 
owners,  and  (c)  information  from  other  sources.  There 
is  so  far  no  systematic  inspection  of  all  milking  cows  for 
clinical  evidence  of  disease.  The  beasts  slaughtered 
are  almost  entirely  those  which  show  extensive  disease. 
If  it  can  be  show)i  that  the  presence  of  a few  tubercle 
biicilli  in  milk  is  not  detrimental  to  the  health  of  those 
who  drink  it,  then  the  present  method  of  detecting  thei 
diseased  beasts  can  be  looked  on  as  fairly  satisfactory. 
If  on  the  olher  hand  it  can  be  proved  iliat  tlie  presence  of 
any  tnbercde  bacilli  in  milk  is  dangerous  to  children,  then 
tliere  sliould  be  a thorough  and  systematic  veterinary 
inspection  of  all  Jiiilking  cows. 

Tlie  woi'k  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order,  1925,  is 
carried  out  in  this  Countv  by  a whole  time  Veterinary 
Surgeon.

The  Public  Healtli  Committee  have  recently  passed 
a resolution  by  which  any  Sanitary  Authority  is  enabled 
fo  recover  from  the  County  Council  one-half  of  the 
charges  incurred  in  the  examiilation  of  samples  of  milk 
for  the  presence  of  tubercle  bacilli. 


MILK  AND  DAIRIES  (CONSOLIDATION)  ACT,  1915. 

Under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  (Consolidation)  Act, 
1915,  two  reports  were  received  from  the  City  of  Hull 
that  samples  of  milk  taken  by  them  and  produced  in  the 
East  Riding  had  been  found  to  contain  the  tubercle 
bacillus.  Action  was  taken  under  section  4 of  the  Act. 
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In  one  ease  tlie  herd  of  ten  cows  was  examined  and 
passed  as  clinically  healthy,  hut  from  enquiries  it  trans- 
pired that  a short  time  previously  two  cows  had  been 
sold  in  the  market.  In  all  probability  one  or  both  of 
these  cows  were  atfected.  The  other  sample  tiiken  was 
traced  to  a herd  of  nineteen  cows,  the  owner  of  whicii 
held  a licence  fo]‘  the  prodnetion  of  Grade  A ” milk. 
Here  again  a careful  clinical  examination  of  the  lierd 
failed  to  reveal  any  evidence  of  disease,  and  necessitated 
tlie  taking’  of  samples  for  biological  tests.  Samples 
from  groups  of  three  cows  were  therefore  taken  and 
submitted  for  examination.  One  sample  was  returned 
as  showing  tlie  presence  of  the  tubercle  bacillus.  A 
further  visit  was  paid  to  the  farm  to  see  the  three  cows 
from  which  this  sample  had  been  taken,  but  no  evidence 
of  disease  could  be  detected.  Individual  samples  from 
two  of  tlie  cows  (the  third  having  been  sold  in  open 
market)  were  then  taken  for  biological  tests,  but  with 
negative  results.  The  assumption  is  therefore  that  the 
oft'ending  beast  was  the  one  that  had  been  sold. 


PUBLIC  HEALTH  (MEAT)  REGULATIONS,  1924. 

Parts  IV.,  V.,  and  VI.,  of  these  regulations  contain 
provisions  for  the  protection  of  meat  against  contamina- 
tion by  dirt,  Ac.  As  might  well  be  expected  the 
I’egulations  have  been  put  into  force  in  the  various 
IlisTricts  of  tlie  County  with  varying  degrees  of  strict- 
ness. Generally  speaking,  it  may  be  said  that  the 
standard  of  the  shops,  Ac.,  is  best  in  tlie  seaside  resorts, 
but  that  elsewhere,  with  one  or  two  notable  exceptions, 
tliere  appears  to  be  only  little  dihei’ence  from  the 
conditions  which  obtained  heretofore. 

In  order  to  enable  the  Sanitary  Inspectors 
throughout  the  County,  of  wliom  only  two  held  a Meat 
Inspection  Certificate,  to  obtain  some  practical  know- 
ledge of  meat  inspection,  arrangements  were  made  for  a 
course  of  lecture  demonstrations  to  be  held  last  duly  in 
Hull.  They  were  given  at  the  office  of  the  Chief  Food 
Inspector.  Two  courses  were  held  so  that  the  (dass 
should  not  be  too  large.  Altogether  17  Sanitary 
Inspectors  out  of  a possible  2T  attended  the  course. 

Details  relating  to  the  condemnation  of  unwhole- 
some food  in  the  several  Sanitary  Districts  of  the  County 
will  be  found  in  Table  XII.

During  the  year  four  iiersons  were  proceeded  against  under 
Part  3 of  the  Sale  of  Food  Order,  1021,  for  exjxising  imported 
meat  for  sale  not  labelled  as  inpiorted.  Convictions  were 
obtained  in  each  case,  the  total  fines,  including  costs,  being 
£11  2s.  Od. 

From  tlie  foregoing  table  it  will  be  seen  that  of  the 
total  number  of  samples  taken,  5-3  or  nearly  8%  w^ere 
adulterated  or  below  the  prescribed  standard.  The 
number  of  samples  taken  corresponds  to  3.9  per  1,000  of 
the  estimated  population  of  the  County.  The  rate 
recommended  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  efficiency  is 
2.0  per  1,000, 
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Tlio  ndmiiiistral ion  of  the  Food  and  Drills  Acts  is 
in  ili(>  hands  of  ilie  (tencral  I’nrposes  Committee.  The 
duties,  Avlii(di  were  formerly  administered  l)y  tlie  Police, 
were  taken  over  towards  the  end  of  1917. 

In  the  Poi-ouodi  of  Beverley  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
is  also  tlie  Ins])e(‘tor  for  tlie  purposes  of  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Acts.  The  samples  taken  hy  him  for  examination 
during-  Die  year  numbered  ()1,  of  which  d9  were  taken 
formally  and  22  informally.  Nine  samples  proved 
unsatisfactory,  and  pi-osecutions  were  undertaken  in  four 
of  tliese.  Tlu'  prosecutions,  whi(di  were  for  adulterated 
milk,  resulted  in  two  of  tlie  defendants  being-  fined  and 
the  other  two  being-  ordei-ed  to  pay  the  costs  of  the 
action,  but  without  tlie  intiiction  of  a fine.  Seven  milk 
sam])les  out  of  do  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory.

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DEATHS  FROM  PRINCIPAL  EPIDEMIC  DISEASES. 

The  number  of  deaths  due  to  tlie  seven  j)riucipal 
epidemic  diseases,  viz.,  small  pox,  measles,  scarlet  fever, 
diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  fever  (tyj)us,  enteric  and 
simple  continued),  and  diarrlujea  (under  the  age  of  two 
years),  in  1925  was  50,  giving  a death-rate  of  .50  per 
1,000  of  the  population.

SMALL  POX. 

Certain  of  the  District  Coumdls  in  the  (Jouniv  look 
advantage  during  1924  of  tlie  clause  in  tlie  Infectious 
Diseases  (Notification)  Act,  1889,  to  make  flie  notifica- 
tion of  Chicken  Pox  temporarily  obligatory,  and  so 
lessen  the  risk  of  a case  of  mild  Small  Pox  being 
mistaken  for  one  of  CJiicken  Pox.  It  is  hardly  necessary 
to  point  out  that  the  clause  is  of  little  value  unless  each 
nofified  case  of  Chicken  Pox  is  verified  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health. 

No  cases  of  Small  Pox  occui’red  in  the  County 
during  1925,  although  the  disease  was  pi'evalent  in 
adjacent  Counties. 

Except  tor  the  year  1924,  when  six  cases  oc.cui-red, 
the  County  has  been  free  from  the  disease  during  the 
five  years  1921-25. 


ENTERIC  FEVER. 

Of  a total  of  21  cases  which  occurred  in  the  County 
during  the  year,  14  occurred  in  the  Turban  Distiicts  aud 
8 in  the  Rural.  The  number  of  deaths  caused  l)y  the 
disease  was  2,  giving  a case  mortality  of  9.5%  compared 
with  5.2%  in  the  preceding  year.  Fsually  tlie 
incidence  of  the  disease  falls  more  lieavily  on  the  Rural 
than  the  Frban  Districts.  This  year,  liowevei-,  the 
incidence  is  reversed  owing  to  the  fact  that  T of  ilie 
notified  cases  occurred  in  the  Tertian  District  of  Driffield. 
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The  source  of  the  infection  tliere  was  not  determined, 
for  no  factors  relative  to  tlie  disease  and  common  to  the 
affected  lionseholds  were  fortlicoming. 

Tl]e  number  of  cases  of  the  disease  in  the  whole 
(h)nnty  di'opped  suddenly  in  11)07  to  00  fi'om  fi^'ures  of 
T27,  125,  and  120  for  the  years  1904-()5-00  respectively. 
SiiK'e  the  year  1907  the  number  of  cases  notified  has 
varied  considerably.  The  figure  has  been  as  high  as 
90  in  1911  and  as  low  as  7 in  1920.  Tt  is  not  easy  to 

t. 

account  for  the  fl luduations  in  the  number  of  cases  year 
by  year  oi-  to  account  for  the  gradual  decrease  in  the 
incidenc-e  of  the  disense  throughout  the  County^,  but  to 
a certain  extent  the  decrease  mav  fairly  be  ascribed  to 
the  better  education  of  the  ])eople  in  sanitary  matters 
through  the  agency  of  (diild  AVelfare  Centres  and 
Health  Visitors.  It  is  certainly  not  due  to  tin'  introduc- 
tion  of  public  water  supplies  to  the  yillages,  for  no 
])rogress  has  l)een  made  in  this  particular  direction 
during  the  past  ten  years. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

The  total  number  of  cases  notified  during  thei  year 
was  21(S.  This  number  shows  a decrease  on  the  preyious 
year  when  291  notifications  were  I'eceiyed,  lloth  in  this 
and  in  the  jirevious  year  more  cases  occurred  in  the  rural 
distri(‘ts  than  in  the  urban.  The  Districts  from  which 
the  largest  number  of  (‘ases  were  reported  wei’e  the 
Doroughs  of  lleverley  and  Dridlington  and  the  Rural 
Disti’icts  of  Escrick  and  Beyerley.  The  fact  that  there 

t, 

were  no  deaths  re(*orded  may  be  taken  as  confirmatory 
eyidence  of  the  mild  nature  of  the  disease. 


DIPHTHERIA. 

Xotifications  of  99  cases  were  receiyed  during  the 
year,  compared  with  47  in  the  preyiou.n  year.  Only  one 
death  was  recorded  from  the  disease.  The  notifications 
during  the  past  fiye  years  haye  numbered  198,  155,  114, 
47,  and  99.  Good  pioyision  has  been  made  throughout 
the  County  for  combating  this  disease.  It  includes 
Isolation  Hospital  accommodation,  the  free  provision  of 
anti-toxin  by  District  Councils,  and  the  free  bacteriologi- 
cal examination  of  suspected  material.  The  factor  in  con- 
nection with  the  disease  which  is  hardest  to  surmount 
is  the  failure  to  put  the  cases  under  treatment  with 
anti-loxin  early  enough.  Either  the  parent  does  not  call 
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ill  medical  Kelp  siifficieiiily  pi'diiiplly  or  tlie  practitioner 
delays  tlie  use  of  anti-toxin  pending  the  receipt  of  the 
bacteriological  report  on  the  throat  swab. 


PUERPERAL  FEVER  AND  OPHTHALMIA 

NEONATORUM. 

Five  notifications  of  the  former  and  three  of  the 
latter  were  received  during  the  year.  Botli  the  diseases 
are  fiirtlier  referred  to  under  the  heading  of  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare. 


BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATIONS. 

’There  is  no  Coiiniy  T.aboratory  capart  from  Ihe 
liaboraioiy  in  connection  with  the  Central  Dispensary 
at  whicli  specimens  of  sputum  are  examined. 

By  an  arrangement  with  tlie  County  Council, 
I)ractitioiiers  throughout  the  County  are  empowered  to 
send  for  examination  any  specimens  on  whicli  they  desire 
an  ojiinion  as  an  aid  to  diagnosis.  Half  the  charges  are 
paid  by  the  County  Council  and  half  by  the  Council  of 
the  District  in  which  the  patient  resides.  In  the  past  all 
this  work  has  been  carried  out  at  a Ijaboratory  in 
Tiondoii.  The  drawback  to  this  arrangement  lies  in  the 
fact  that  so  much  time  is  occupied  in  the  transit  of  the 
specimens  to  London  and  in  the  consecpient  delay  in 
hearing  tlie  result  of  the  examination.  Recently  six  of 
the  District  Councils  have  requested  that  the  work  be 
transferred  to  the  Laboratory  at  Scarborough,  and  this 
has  been  arranged.

PUBLIC  HEALTH  (PREVENTION  OF 
TUBERCULOSIS)  REGULATIONS,  1925. 

These  Regulations  were  framed  for  ilie  purpose  of 
preventing  any  person  who  is  sutfering  from  tuberculosis 
of  the  respiratory  tract  and  who  is  in  an  infectious  state 
fiom  undertaking  any  employment  in  connection  with  a 
dairy  which  would  involve  the  milking  of  cows,  the 
treatment  of  milk,  or  the  handling  of  vessels  used  for 
containiiig  milk. 

Only  one  case  lias  so  far  been  dealt  wit]).  This  was 
a notified  case  of  ])ulmonary  t\d)erculosis  Avho  was 
vending  ice-cream.  Xo  action  was  taken  as  the  patient 
liad  no  active  signs  of  the  disease,  and  no  evidence  was 
forthcoming  tliat  his  sputum  had  at  any  time  contained 
tnl)ercle  bacilli. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT,  1925. 

Xo  action  has  been  taken  hy  the  County  Council 
during  1925  under  Section  92  of  the  above  Act. 

The  knowledge  of  the  power  of  compulsion  given 
under  this  Section  has  frequently  been  used  as  a lever 
to  prevent  Sanatorium  patients  taking  their  discharge 
wlien  tlieir  home  conditions  were  unsuitable.  Ttiis 
section  will  be  of  great  importance,  but  compulsory 
detention  may  have  an  adverse  influence  on  tlie  morale 
and  discipline  of  the  Institution  involved. 

TUBERCULOSIS  SCHEME. 

Dispr^NSAnv.  The  CounciTs  scheme  includes  one 
Central  Dispensary.  This  is  situated  at  Beverley,  and 
is  open  two  days  a week.  The  County  Medical  Officer 
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of  TTenlili  is  Adiniiiisirative  TiiLernilosis  Offiror.  Tlie 
Sn  jXM'iiii  ('inU'iii  of  lvnyw(*]l  Saiiaioi'i  uin , Dr. 
T.  iioadnian,  is  ili(‘  (diiiical  '^rul)e]'(‘iilosis  Ofiicer. 


riie  siaff  of  the  Dispensary  consists  of  tlie  Clinical 
'l\i])ei(‘ulosis  Ofiicer,  a Clerk,  and  an  Attendant,  tog-etlier 
witli  iliree  Scdiool  A^urses  wlio  attend  once  a week  to 
report  j)e]-sonally  on  the  i-esults  of  tlieir  visits  to  the 
lionn‘s  of  file  i iihercnlous  jiatients  in  file  Comity. 


d'lu'  affendances  at  tlie  Dispensary  during'  tlie  year 
totalled  Gill.  One  hundred  and  twenty-nine  cases  were 
seen  for  the  first  time,  as  compared  with  G48  attendances 
and  IdT  new  cases  in  the  pre(;eding'  year. 

linns  .AVAiLACLK.  At  the  East  Eiding  and  City  of 
York  Joint  Sanatorium  (he  Countv  Council  have  43  beds 
available  for  all  types  of  cases,  except  such  as  require 
active  singical  or  orthopiedic,  treatment.  Patients  have 
also  been  sent  dui'ing  the  year  to  the  Yearsley  lEa’dge 
Sanatorium,  York,  to  the  (h'ipples’  Hospital,  Alton,  and 
to  the  Oithojundic  llosjiital  at  Kirbymoorside.  One 
patient  discharged  from  Eaywell  was  sent  to  the  Preston 
Hall  Colonjv 


The  special  need  for  the  isolation  and  treatment  of 
advan(‘ed  cases  of  piilmonary  tuberculosis  is  recognised. 
At  pi'csent  such  cases  are  removed  to  Eaywell  and 
segregated.  'J’he  fourteen  beds  in  the  Hospital  Block 
(six  for  males  and  eight  for  females)  are  always  fully 
occujiied  by  advaiu*ed  cases.  In  cases  where  the  patient 
is  unwilling  to  be  moved,  airangements  are  made  when- 
ever possible  to  send  any  children  to  Eaywell  or  to 
relatives. 

Co-ommATiox  with  Sanitaua’  ArTiioniTiES.  Any 
cases  brought  to  notice  by  the  District  Medical  Officers 
of  Health  receive  prompt  attention. 


Co-orERATTOx  AViTii  HOSPITALS,  Ac.  Aiiv  adult 
cases  needing  active  surgical  treatment  are  sent  to  the 
Hull  Eoyal  Infirmary.  As  soon  as  possible  these  cases 
come  liack  to  EayAvell  to  continue  treatment. 

Ohildien  are  sent  by  arrangement  to  the  Children *s 
Hospifal,  Hull,  and  Gynecological  cases  to  the  Women’s 
jros]dtal,  Hull.  Orthopedic  cases  are  sent  to  Alton 
and  Kirbymoorside,  and  cases  of  infectious  disease  to  the 
(hninty  Isolation  Hospital  at  Driffieldt 
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TJiere  is  close  c()-oj)eratioii  heiween  the  Scliool 
Medical  Ohicers  and  the  Tuberculosis  Officer,  and  any 
cases  recommended  for  sauaiorium  treaimeutareadmitted 
as  soon  as  vacancies  occur.  Uro’ent  cases  can  usually 
he  admitted  witiioiit  delay.

Co-OI’ERATION  WITH  Pr  \CTIT10NKRS.  Ill  COUllCCiioU 
with  the  arraiiyemeuts  set  out  in  ]\Iemo.  280  in  ren:ard 
to  the  co-ordiiiatiou  of  the  work  of  Tulx'rculosis  Officers 
and  Insurance  Practitioners,  it  is  necessary  to  appreciate 
the  difficulties  met  with  owin«‘  to  tlie  wide  area  and  tlie 
scattered  poj)ulation  of  the  East  Pidin^'.  This  militates 
against  complete  co-ordination  hetween  the  Insni'anc.e 
IT’actitioner  and  the  Tnhercnlosis  Service,  hut  as  far  • 
as  possible  the  recommendations  in  ^lemo.  28()  are 
carried  out. 


The  Tul)erculosis  service  of  the  County  (a)nnc.il 
endeavours  to  provide  treatment  and  attention  for  all 
cases  of  Avhicii  information  is  received  (u’ther  throngli  the 
usual  channels  of  notification,  from  infoiination  from 
Medical  Practitioners,  or  in  tlie  case  of  children  from  the 
reports  of  the  School  Medical  Officers.  Endeavoui*  is 
made  to  secure  an  early  diagnosis  in  all  cases.  The 
Clinical  Tuberculosis  Officer  is  at  all  times  anxious  to 
assist  in  the  diagnosis  and  to  arrange  for  Ihe  treatment 
of  all  cases  coming  to  his  notice. 

Effective  co-operation  between  Insurance  Prac- 
titioners and  thei  Tuberculosis  staff  is  fully  maintained 
in  the  East  Eiding.  There  is  always  a definite  under- 
standing as  to  who  is  responsible  for  the  treatment  of 
cases. 


When  an  insured  ])atient  is  discharged  from  the 
Sanatorium  a notification  is  sent  to  the  practitioner  on 
whose  panel  the  patient’s  name  a])])ears.  M hen  an 
uninsured  case  is  discharged  the  Tuberculosis  Office]* 
comninnicates  with  the  doctor  eitliei*  by  telephone  or  by 
letter  in  all  cases  in  which  such  action  is  necessary.  It 
has  been  found  more  satisfactory  to  have  a conversation 
on  the  telephone  with  the  doctor  in  Jiiost  of  the  f-ases 
referred  to  the  Dispensary  foi'  opinion.  In  many  cases 
personal  letters  are  sent.  This  system  has  worked  very 
satisfactorily. 

All  cases  notified  are  visited  by  ihe  Nurses  and  the 
conditions  of  the  honies  and  the  contacts  are  repoi'tod  io 
the  Tuberculosis  Officer. 
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In  new  cases  Form  (j.P.  17  (revised)  is  sent  to  the 
Insnranee  Frac'titioner  in  eliar<>’e  of  ihe  case,  and  the 
d'uhercnlosis  Oliicer  !ias  had  no  difli(uilty  in  getting  tlie 
needed  informal  ion.  If  ihe  practitioner  desires  a 
consultation  with  ihe  Tnhercmlosis  Officer  this  is 
immediately  arranged  and  ihe  necessary  advice  given. 


JIoMK  OoiVTACTS.  The  examination  and  systematic 
su])ei'vision  of  home  contacts  is  one  of  the  difficulties  met 
with  owing  to  the  large  area  and  scattered  population  of 
ilie  Hiding.  Each  notified  case  and  each  case  leaving 
ihei  Sanatorium  is  followed  up  hy  the  School  Nurses. 
An  environmental  report  is  prepared  and  submitted  to 
•the  Clinical  Tubeiculosis  Officer,  who  decides  upon  any 
further  action  needed. 


SrK(u.\j.  Mktiiods  (U'  Diacuxosis  axd  Tueatmext. 
Clinical  examination  is  mainly  relied  upon  for  diagnostic 
purposes  supported  by  X-Hay  examination  Avhen  needed. 
Tin’s  latter  is  arranged  for  with  the  Hull  Hoyal 
Infiianai’y  Authorities.  Specimens  of  sputum  not 
examined  at  the  Dispensary  are  sent  to  the  Clinical 
H e s e .a  r c h Association. 

The  treatment  that  has  given  the  most  marked 
r(‘sults  during  recent  years  has  been  the  administration 
of  Colloidal  Calcium  for  various  tubercular  conditions. 
At  EayAvell,  at  the  Dispensary,  and  in  the  County,  it 
has  become  a routine  practice  to  give  hypodermically 
.5  c.c.  Colloidal  (Jalcium  in  all  cases  of  active  and 
recurrent  luenioptysis.  The  results  have  been  uniformly 
good.  Tlie  same  method  has  been  adopted  in  all  cases 
of  adeuitis,  with  and  without  sinuses.  In  cases  of 
fistula  so  treated  the  sinuses  have  healed  perfectly. 
One  other  case  deserves  special  mention. 

About  February,  1925,  I was  asked  to  see  a case 
whicL,  was  thought  to  be  of  tubercular  origin.  The 
])atient,  a girl  of  about  t^^■enty,  recently  recovered  from 
a sharp  attacdv  of  influenza,  had  no  chest  signs,  but  her 
general  condition  shoAved  signs  of  a profound  toxiemia. 
Extending  from  the  right  great  trochanter  to  the  outer 
side  of  the  right  knee  there  was  an  area  about  four 
inches  across  in  Avhich  eA^erything  had  sloughed  down 
to  tlie  muscle  fibres,  CA’en  the  fiscia  lata  had  been 
iiiAmlA^ed.  There  Avere  similar  areas  on  the  outer 
surface  of  the  right  upper  arm,  the  right  buttock  and  the 
right  leg.  It  Avas  thought  Sanatorium  treatment  might 
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do  her  good,  l>iit  if  was  fairly  obvious  tlie  eoiidition  was 
not  1 uhereular.  A\  itli  file  idea  of  iiicreasiug  the 
ealeiinn  eonteut  I advised  Colloidal  Calcium  (.5  e.e, 
hypodermically)  every  four  days.  After  tlie  second 
injection  tliere  were  signs  of  improvement,  and  at  tlie 
]n'esent  time  everytliing  is  soundly  liealed,  and  tlie  girl 
is  doing  house  work. 

One  case  of  tuhercnlar  ulceration  of  the  liand  in  a 
hoy  of  ten,  wlio  liad  had  courses  of  light  Ireatment  with- 
out result,  healed  perfectly  and  ([uic.kly  under  Colloidal 
Calcium  treatment  together  with  natural  heliotherajiy. 

The  numher  of  cases  of  cervical  adenitis  seen  at  the 
Dispensary  diminishes  year  by  year,  and  this 
diminution  seems  to  agree  with  the  experience  of 
the  School  Medical  Service.  ddie  fashion  of 
attributing  every  case  of  cervical  adenitis  to 
tubercular  infection  has  changed,  and  I'egard  is  had  to 
more  accurate  (dassification . It  is  now  I’ecognised  that 
adenitis  due  to  tuberide  is  not  smdi  a common  condition 
as  it  was  once  tliouglit  to  be,  and  that  othei’  factors  in 
file  causation  of  adenitis  deserve  investigation,  c.//., 
oral  sepsis,  dental  caries,  ckc. 

Dental  Ikeatment.  Tliere  is  m^  jirovision  for 
dental  treatment  at  the  Disjiensai-y  or  in  the  County 
area.  Insured  patients  are  advised  to  take  advantage 
of  any  dental  treatment  provided  by  their  Apiiroved 
So(*ieties.  The  dental  treatmmit  of  jiatients  in  ]‘ecei])t 
of  pensions  foi'  tiibevcnlosis  is  aio'anged  for  with  the 
Chief  Area  Officer  of  the  district  in  which  the  ])atient 
resides. 

Cases  at  Eaywell  Sanatorium  recjuiring  dental 
treatment  are  seen  by  the  ajiiiointed  Dental  Surgeon, 
who  attends  at  the  Sanatorium  at  the  recpiest  of  the 
Medical  Superintendent.  Ambulant  cases  attend  at  the 
Dentist’s  surgeiy. 

Pkovistox  of  Aursing  and  Extra  Aourlsiiment. 
There  is  no  provision  of  nursing  in  this  County  beyond 
the  visits  of  the  School  Aurses  who  act  in  an  advisory 
capacity. 

Extra  nourishment  is  ordered  by  the  Clinical 
Tuberculosis  Officer  in  all  cases  in  which  such  action  is 
necessary.  During  1925  extra  nourishment  was 
supplied  to  59  patients,  compaied  with  54  in  1924  and 
29  in  1923. 
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Treatment  oe  NON-rn.MONARY  Tuijehculosis.  No 
(lofiiide  provision  has  ])eeii  made  for  lliis  trealment 
wiiliiii  ilie  Comity,  la  the  case  of  (diildreii,  beds  can 
now  alwa^’s  lie  obiained  at  KiiTymoorside.  In  the 
case  of  adults  application  has  to  be  made  to  any 
Insiiiiition  whi(di  admits  the  tyjie  of  case.  Ei^dit 
])atients  not  in  need  of  surgical  Ireatment  were  admitted 
to  Ivaywell  during  the  year. 


Care  ” anu  “ Aetick  Care.’^  AVe  have  no  Afier- 
(hu'e  Committee,  but  tlie  Nurses  keep  in  touch  with  all 
cases  and  I'eport  at  intervals  to  the  Clinical  Tuberculosis 
0 nicer. 


During  tlie  year,  2(S9  cases  were  added  to  the’ Nurses 
liisbs.  Of  (his  number,  ld2  were  patients  who  had  been 
discharged  from  llaywell  or  who  were  positive  sputum 
cases,  and  to  these  ])eriodical  visits  were  paid.  In 
addition  dO^  cases  from  jirevious  years  Avere  on  the 
A’isiting  lists  making  a total  of  494  to  be  visited.  The 
(otal  number  of  visits  to  these  patients  was  1,049,  an 
aA'crage  of  3.4  per  case. 


Tlie  Ihdierculosis  ATurses  are  also  the  School  Nurses. 
Sputum  Flasks  and  Disinfectant  are  supplied  free  to 
those  Avlio  require  them. 


Empi.oyment  oe  Ex-Patients.  No  organisation 
exists  Avitiiin  the  County  for  the  employment  of  dis- 
charged  patients,  Imt  those  about  to  be  discharged  from 
tlie  vSaiiatorium  are  adAused  as  to  Avhat  AYork  they  might 
attempt. 


SiiEr/iEiTS.  Fourteen  shelters  of  the  most  approAmd 
pattern  are  proAu’ded  by  the  County  Council,  and  all  are 
constantly  in  use.  Visits  of  inspection  are  made  by  the 
School  Nurses  and  the  Clinical  liiberculosis  Officer  to 
ensure  that  projjer  use  is  being  made  of  the  shelters. 

Incidence  oe  Tudeuculosis  (c./y.,  Occupation). 
The  great  majority  of  the  people  in  the  East  Riding  are 
employed  in  agricultural  Avork.  llarlby  is  the  only 
Iilace  in  the  Riding  Avhere  the  people  liA’e  under 
industrial  conditions.  The  Avorkpeople  there  are  Avell 
housed,  and  there  is  little  or  no  unemployment.  The 
inciden(‘e  of  the  disease  does  not  seem  to  be  affected. 


RAYWELI.  SANATORIUM. 

This  Institution  is  the  joint  property  of  the  East 
Riding  County  Council  and  the  City  of  York.  It  is 
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situated  just  within  tlie  Thd)au  District  of  Cottingliaiu 
It  is  distant  4J-  miles  from  (^)ttiu^'ham  Station  and  2l 
miles  from  Willei'hv.  The  altitude  ahove  sea-level  is 
^215  feet.  It  is  sheltered  from  the  North  and  East 
winds,  and  as  it  is  a converted  mansion,  is  fortunate  in 
possessing  pleasing  and  well-wooded  surj'oundings.  The 
total  area  of  the  site  is  now  upwards  of  50  acres,  seven 
acres  of  pasture  land  having  recently  been  accpiired. 

The  Sanatorium  was  opened  in  1920,  with  thirty 
beds  distributed  in  eight  rooms  of  the  mansion.  At 
this  period  preference  was  given  to  ex-Service  sailors 
and  soldiers.  In  1921  four  pavilions  were  built  and 
equipped,  consisting  of  (a)  a male  block  of  eighteen  beds 
in  eleven  cubicles,  (b)  a female  Idock  giving  accommoda- 
tion to  12  patients  in  eight  cubicles,  (c)  a children’s 
day-room  divided  by  a folding  glass  screen,  one  half 
being  used  as  the  children’s  dining-room  and  the  other 
as  a School-room,  and  (d)  a hospital  block  accommodat- 
ing eight  female  patients  and  six  males.  The  four  of 
the  eight  wards  in  the  administrative  block,  which  had 
been  occupied  by  male  patients,  were  in  1921  opened 
as  dormitories  for  twenty  children.  The  children  do 
not  come  into  contact  with  the  adult  patients  at  any 
time. 


The  Clinical  Tuberculosis  Officer  is  the  Medical 
Superintendent,  and  the  other  officers  are  a matron,  a 
sister  and  eight  nurses,  together  witli  the  usual  domestic 
staff.  The  outdoor  staff  consists  of  an  engineer,  a motor 
driver,  two  gardeners  and  a labourer. 

A steam  laundry  was  equipped  and  opened  in  1921. 
The  washing  for  the  patients  and  staff  is  all  done  here. 
Tlie  water  supply  is  o])tained  from  tlie  City  of  Hull 
Waterworks.  There  is  a service  reservoir  quite  near  to 
the  Sanatorium.  Electric  ligliting  is  provided  by  the 
Institution.  The  sewage  disposal  system  consists  of 
settliTig  tanks,  sludge  tank  and  sprinkler.

bility  for  the  treatment  of  all  oases  of  tnberonlosis  in  the 
Hiding.  The  Poor  I^aw  Authorities  are  interpreting 
this  very  literally,  and  press  us  to  find  aecommodation 
for  all  tlieir  oases  of  tnberonlosis.  Modern  Sanatoria 
are  ideal  foi’  the  treatment  of  eases  which  are  capable 
of  airest  and  for  the  treatment  of  children  threatened 
with  or  suhering  from  the  disease,  but  they  are  not 
suitable  for  the  treatment  and  nursing  of  advanced 
oases.  The  elaborate  accommodation  necessary  for  the 
treatment  of  early  oases  is  not  called  for  when  the 
adyanoed  stage  is  reached,  nor  need  these  patients 
undergo  the  discomforts  which  this  system  entails,  but 
until  some  other  lu'oyision  is  mad©  for  the  care  of 
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advanced  cases  in  ilie  Eiding  such  cases  will  liave  to  he 

treated  at  Eavwell  and  so  limit  the  available  accommoda- 
1 

tion.  If  and  when  the  County  Council  take  over  the 
administration  of  the  i^oor  Law  it  will  he  comparatively 
easy  to  provide  comfortable  homes  for  advanced  cases  in 
each  of  the  present  Poor  I^aw  Districts  of  the  Eiding. 
Eaywell  Sanatorium  would  then  he  quite  able  to  deal 
with  all  cases  of  early  tuberculosis  in  the  Eiding;  cases, 
that  is,  tiiat  reall^^  require  and  would  benefit  from  the 
Sanatorium  method  of  tieatment. 


PUBLIC  HEALTH  (VENEREAL  DISEASES) 
REGULATIONS,  1916. 

The  Council’s  S(dieme  for  the  diagnosis  and  treat- 
ment of  venereal  diseases  lias  been  continued  unchanged 
from  its  inception  to  the  present  time.  Three  Clinics 
are  available  for  persons  resident  in  tlie  East  Eiding.

.T\  oti  ce  has  been  I'eceived  from  tlie  Hoard  of  Manage- 
ment of  the  Hull  Eoyal  Infirmary  tliat  after  the  4th 
March,  192G,  they  intend  to  discontinue  the  Clinic  held 
in  the  out-patient  department.  Arrangements  are, 
however,  being  made  for  County  patients  to  attend  the 
Hull  Municipal  Clinic  which  is  being  built. 

Altogether'  3G  new  patients  were  treated  at  the 
Clinics  during  the  year,  compared  with  2(S  in  1924,  34 
in  1923,  210  in  1922  and  207  in  1921.  Only  six  of  this 
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7miiil)er  were  dealt  witli  at  tbe  York  Clinio.  Not  a

Hiding-  (lining'  llie  \'ear. 

dduo-e  ai'c  no  iii'i^ation  Irealment  centres  subsidiary 
1()  Hie  Clinics,  aiid  as  there  are  so  few  cases  in  the 
conniry  disiricts  Hieir  establishment  is  not  necessary. 

Xecessiious  persons  are  assisted  to  obtain  treatment 
by  the  payment  of  Hieir  ti'avellino-  expenses  to  the 
Clinics.  Dining'  Hie  year  10  persons  (9  adults  and  1 
child)  uere  so  assisted  at  a cost  of  £00  17s.  IJd.  Of 
this  amount  no  less  than  £22  Ts.  4d.  was  paid  in  respect 
of  the  attendance  of  four  jiatients.  As  no  information 
is  av.ailable  as  to  tiie  circumstances  attendant  on  the 
conti'action  of  the  disease  one  cannot  enter  a protest  if 
a patient  is  refunded  all  his  expenses  for  treatment  of 
disease  which  may  have  been  contracted  by  his  own 
folly.  Admittedly  this  provision  assures  the  treatment 
of  (‘ases  which  v'onld  othei'wise  jirobably  oo  untreated  to 
the  (h'trinumt  of  their  own  health,  but  it  seems 
anomalous  that  a patient  with  tuberculosis  attending'  at 
a Disjiensary  is  not  so  o-enerously  assisted. 

lliirino'  Hie  year  251  specimens  were  submitted  for 
laboratory  examination.  Of  these  128  were  sent  by 
pract  itioiiers. 

No  lequests  were  received  for  arsenobenzol  or  allied 
substitutes  for  the  ti’eatment  of  patients  in  their  own 
homes.

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Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 


At  the  time  of  writing  the  last  Survey  Report 
matei'iiity  and  eliild  welfare  work  was  only  just  being 
undertaken  in  a systematic,  manner  by  the  appointment 
of  a Sn])erintendent  Health  Visitor-  and  four  Assistant 
Visitors.  Other  ari'angemeaits  have  since  been 
sanctioned,  so  that  at  the  present  time  provision  is  made 
under  the  following  heads,  viz.  : — 

(1)  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres. 

(2)  Home  visitation  of  exirectant  mothers  and  of 

infants  and  young  children. 

(d)  (ji-ants  to  Vui-sing  Associations  which  employ 
Certified  Midwi  ves. 

(4)  Maternity  Hospital  accommodation. 

(5)  Jb'ovision  of  exti-a  nourishment  for  necessitous 

expectant  or  nursing  mothers  and  for  children 
uj)  to  the  age  of  five  years. 

INFANT  WELFARE  CENTRES. 

Six  Infant  A\  elfare  Centi'es  have  noAv  Ireen 
establist'.ed  in  the  County,  thr-ee  under  the  direct  control 
of  the  County  Conm-il,  two  in  conjunction  with  the 
County  (,k)un(o’l,  and  one  by  a voluntary  body.  The 
latter  is,  however,  equipped  by  the  Council.

HOME  VISITATION. 

This  Avork  is  carried  out  hy  four  Assistant  Health 
Visitors  under  the  supervision  of  the  Inspector  of 
MidAvi  ves.  They  are  not  responsible  for  the  visiting  in 
the  Boroughs  of  Be\’erley  and  Bridlington  or  in  the 
areas  of  tiie  Local  Aursing  Associations  at  lIoAvden, 
Hornsea  and  Sutton.  They  are  responsible  for  the 
visitation  of  oA’er  2,000  births  a year,  so  that  Ave  cannot 
be  said  to  be  fully  staffed,  especially  as  so  large  a 
})ortion  of  the  Health  Visitors’  Avorking  day  is  of 
necessity  spent  in  travelling  oAving  to  the  Avid©  distribu- 
tion of  the  population.

The  nurses  are  not  certified  micLvives  and  therefore 
cannot  attend  confinements  unless  a doctor  or  midwife 
is  also  engaged. 

It  will  be  seen  from  tlie  above  survey  of  the  Nursing 
Associations  of  the  County  tliat  a])art  from  the  few 
districts  where  the  Nursing  Association  maintain  a 
nurse-midwife,  the  poorer  workers  in  the  rural  districts 
throughout  the  rest  of  the  County  are  without  any  easily 
available  nursing  help  in  case  of  illness  unless  they  are 
subsc'.ribers  to  the  East  Riding  Nursing  Association.  In 
time  of  sickness  reliance  has  to  be  placed  on  such 
untrained  nursing  assistance  as  can  be  rendered  bv 
relatives  or  friends. 

The  Jjoroughs  of  Beverley  and  Bridlington  have 
their  own  Nursing  Associations  and  als*-)  make  their  own 
arrangements  for  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Work. 


MATERNITY  HOMES  AND  HOSPITALS. 

The  Countv  Council  established  a small  Maternitv 
IT  ome  in  Driffield  in  1921.  The  original  intention  was 
to  provide  accommodation  for  not  less  than  eight  beds 
with  the  necessary  staff,  but  for  financial  reasons  the 
Home  was  opened  with  only  two  beds.  When  first 
opened  arrangements  were  made  whereby  the  Super- 
intendent Health  Visitor  was  enabled  to  live  at  the 
Home  and  attend  io  any  cases  admitted.  This  arrang’e- 
ment  was  not,  liowever,  very  satisfactory,  for  it 
considerably  curtailed  the  time  available  for  supervision 
of  out-door  work.  It  was  for  this  reason  that  a resident- 
midwife  was  recently  appointed. 

The  weekly  charge  for  admission  to  the  Home,  wdiich 
is  available  for  any  applicants  living  within  the 
Administrative  County,  is  80/-,  but  this  charge  may  be 
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i'0(1u(‘(m1  ov  ]‘07iiiit(Ml  ill  lu'cessitous  cases,  Tliere  is  no 
fix(‘(l  scal(',  (‘acii  cas(‘  lieiii^-  cousidi'n'd  individually. 

d wiMi (y-i  ii ri'c  palienls  nau'e  adniilied  io  ilie  Ifonie 
din  iuo'  i Ii(>  yeai‘,  conijiai  ed  Avitli  IS  in  Ihe  previous  year, 
ddie  avei-a^e  stay  in  ilu*  Home  was  14  days.  Apart 
ti'oni  ili(‘  admission  of  women,  arrano-ements  wei'e  also 
made  foi'  tlie  Ireatmeni  of  four  very  debilitated  infants 
who  mnaled  careful  feeding'  io  save  iliem.  As  the 
IMinisii'y  of  Ilealtli  do  not  apiirove  of  ilie  regular 
admission  of  women  and  infanis  tln^  cases  in  ({iiestion 
were  only  admitted  undei'  very  urg'ent  circumstances. 

Medical  assistance  was  called  in  on  one  occasion, 
and  the  sum  of  t‘S9  7s.  fid,  was  received  in  fees. 

I’l'ovision  is  also  made  foi‘  the  admission  of  women 
to  the  York  Maternity  llosjiital,  but  as  accommodation 
can  usually  Ix'  found  without  dithcnlty  at  Dia’tlield  the 
cases  sent  to  Vo7'k  are  those  of  difficult  or  abnormal  con- 
finements. One  patient  with  a contracted  pelvis  was 
transfei'red  fiom  the  Driffield  Home,  and  another  patient 
was  admittt'd  direct  for  induction  of  labour.  One 
woman  undei'  ante-natal  care  was  also  admitted  to  the 
llull  Infirmary  for  a Cesarean  Section. 

PROVISION  OF  EXTRA  NOURISHMENT. 

Milk  has  been  provided  free  of  cost  to  bd  necessitous 
expectant  or  nursing  mothers  and  to  children  under  five 
'.years  of  ag'e.  The  Health  ^^isitors  issue  vouchers  for 
stated  (quantities  of  milk  for  periods  not  exceeding'  one 
month.  If  necessary  fresh  vouchers  are  issued  for 
further  periods.  There  is  no  fixed  scale,  but  full 
])articulars  of  each  family’s  (*ircumstances  are  submitted 
to  the  subse(|uent  ([uarterly  meeting  of  the  Committee 
for  approval.  dhie  total  cost  of  the  milk  supqilied 
during  the  year  was  £44  9s.  9d. 

The  gratuitous  provision  of  milk  in  the  case  of  a 
large  family  where  the  father  is  a labourer  is  a real  help, 
for  it  would  apqiear  that  generally  speaking  there  is  no 
other  source  of  help  available  excejit  the  Poor  Law,  and 
this  help  is  (quite  naturally  refused  because  of  the  taint 
of  qoanq)erism. 

NOTIFICATION  OF  BIRTHS  ACTS,  1907  AND  1915. 

Py  Older  of  the  M'inistry  of  Health  the  administra- 
tion of  the  Notification  of  Births  Acts  was  transferred 
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from  the  District  Councils  to  the  County  Council  in 
1919.  The  Boroughs  of  Beverley  and  Bridling-ton, 
however,  remained  autonomous  auiliorities  under  llie 
Acts.

✓ The  total  number  of  births  registered  during  the 
year  was  8,(hl4.  In  order  to  obtain  some  idea  of  the 
extent  to  which  the  requirements  as  to  notification  are 
being  observed  it  is  necessary  to  ignore  all  births  which 
occurred  in  the  Boroughs  of  Beverley  and  Bridlington 
as  these  are  not  notifiable  to  this  office.  It  is  also 
necessary  to  disregard  (lie  birtlis  notified  from  the  Hull 
Municipal  Maternity  Hospital  situated  in  tlie 
Cottingham  Tudian  District  as  these  are  not  included  in 
the  County  figures.  After  taking  these  factors  into 
account  the  figures  shov  that  92%  of  the  registered  births 
were  notified,  compared  with  93%  in  each  of  the  two 
previous  years. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  by  wliich  the  Local 
Registrars  forward  to  me  particulars  of  births  which 
liave  been  registered  but  not  notified.  During  the  year 
particulars  of  218  such  births  were  received.

PUERPERAL  FEVER. 

IVotifiraiions  were  received  of  5 cases  of  Puerperal 
I'ever,  couijiared  with  11  iu  1924  and  4 in  1923.  It  is 
satisfactory  io  note  the  iniprovenient  in  the  figure  this 
yeai*.  There  were  tliree  deaths  from  the  disease,  but 
one  of  them  was  not  notified.  The  particulars  relating 
to  the  other  two  deaths  show  that  in  the  first  case 
attendance  was  l)y  an  unqualified  midwife  without  any 
medical  supervision.  In  the  other,  attendance  was  by 
a liandy-woman  acting  under  the  personal  directions  of 
a practitioner.
